planet. The key to our success is our ability to 
adapt to new situations and solve new prob¬ 
lems and the origin of that is intelligence. But 
new research aims to recreate intelligence 
artificially with silicon instead of grey matter 
— thus giving rise to the term Artificial 
Intelligence or Al. Chris Malcolm, lecturer in 
Al at Edinburgh University, describes it as 
“getting a computer to do things which are 
supposed to require intelligence in human 
beings. The relationship would be like that of 
real milk and artificial milk.” 

Initial research concentrated on getting 
computers to perform tasks that were sup¬ 
posed to require the highest level of intelli¬ 
gence in humans — playing chess was one 
focus — with the belief that along the way all 
the simple stuff like understanding speech 
would fall into place. It didn’t work out quite 


M ost PC owners must have had a 
chuckle at Star Trek in their time. 
Not at James T Kirk’s collection 
of cranial rugs or the ridiculous 
sparkly costumes but at the 
computer. Massive switches and silly blinking 
lights — we looked at neat, Windows pre¬ 
installed PCs and snickered. But the 
Enterprise had one thing we could only dream 
about — an intelligent computer that you 
could talk to — worth putting up with a few silly 
switches for. 


Neural nets 

Of course, the only real intelligence we’ve 
ever seen is our own. The reason for the suc¬ 
cess of the human race is our ability to think. 
We’re not that strong, we don’t have claws, 
we can’t run very fast but we dominate the 
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like that. It turned out that tasks that seemed 
simple to humans were practically impossible 
for a computer. This ‘symbolic Al’ (see ‘What is 
Artificial Intelligence?’) gave way to a different 
approach in the 1980s. With the failure of sym¬ 
bolic Ai it became obvious that researchers 
would have to look elsewhere and the best 
place was the only definite source of intelli¬ 
gence known —the human brain. 

Cognitive science is a branch of psychology 
which studies how we think and it has helped 
to provide the basis of today’s Al — neural net 
computing. 

The basic building blocks of the human 
brain are very similar to those of the processor 
chip in your PC. Both contain a large number 
of switches (transistors in the PC, neurons in 
the brain) arranged in a certain way. The big 
difference is that while the arrangement of

your Intel chip will remain the same until you 
finally save up enough for that Pentium 
upgrade, the arrangement of your brain is 
constantly changing. In the brain, random 
connections will be made between neurons, if 
the pattern leads to a successful outcome — 
the pattern which makes a baby cry leads to 
success when it is fed — it’s strengthened, if 
not it becomes weaker and another pattern is 
tried. Although it might seem haphazard, mil¬ 
lions of bleary-eyed parents are a living testa¬ 
ment to how effective it actually is. With the 
development of each successful pattern, part 
of your brain becomes a dedicated computer 
— from one dedicated to recognising your 
friends in a crowd to another that knows how 
your brother bets in poker. 

Neural net computing works in the same 
way, with each network being trained instead 
of designed. Japanese electronics giant, 
Fujitsu, is one company pushing hard for Al 
technology. Its neuro-drummer is a good 
example of neural nets’ capacity to take the 
PC into a whole new world. 

Neuro-Drummer 

Neuro-drummer is a neural net which con¬ 
trols a drum machine. A human drummer 
plays a riff to the neuro-drummer and it plays 
one back. At first the drum riff it plays back 
bears no relation to what was played to it. 

The human drummer gives it a mark based 
on how close it was to a satisfactory reply 
and plays it another riff. Based on how close 
it got the last time, the neuro-drummer modi¬ 
fies its reply and the process continues. The 
important thing is that the computer is not 
trying to play back exactly what it heard, but 
to come up with an improvisation that the 
human drummer will find satisfactory. After 
about 40 attempts the effect is not unlike two 
human drummers jamming. Leading US 
technology author, Howard Rheingold, has 
compared it to hearing a child learn to talk in 
the space of ten minutes. This ability of neur¬ 
al nets to recognise patterns suggests some 
very interesting possibilities including police 
photo-fits and finger-print recognition, some 
of which are already being exploited in airline 
booking systems and information lenses (see 
“Al in action.”). Other very real applications 
already in use on computer systems today 
include banks which use neural net pro¬ 
grams to search data patterns for suspected 
fraud, and Stock Exchange dealers who use 
neural nets to “learn” about market move¬ 
ment patterns and activate the buying and 
selling of shares intelligently. The mind bog¬ 
gles. 

Any colour, so long as 
it’s matt black. 

What about the future of Al? Well, HAL (see 
“Al in the movies”) seems like a distant 
prospect simply because the need is unlikely 
to justify the huge costs involved. What we 
are likely to see is intelligent computing in 
some very everyday objects — so called 
“ubiquitous computing”. To some degree it’s 
already here. Roughly a quarter of Japanese 
homes incorporate intelligent toilets (which 
remember how warm, and at what height, 
you like the toilet seat) and washing 


machines which work out what you put in 
and then tailor the wash cycle accordingly. 

The bad news for the short of cash is that Al 
household appliances are a tad on the 
expensive side, but then its not that long ago 
that you only knew someone who had a 
VCR. The home of the future will almost cer¬ 
tainly be as intelligent as the appliances in it. 

Not only will the VCR, having learned that 
you enjoy sci-fi, tape Outland for you auto¬ 
matically but the TV will already be on when 
you get in. Admittedly, you can do something 
similar with timers but you have to remember 
to set them. American writer, Don Norman, 
has taken the idea of ubiquitous computing 
one step further and suggested the “Al teddy 
bear”. On the day you’re born you’re given a 
teddy bear containing an Al computer which 
begins to learn about you. If you want to eat 
out, it knows that you prefer a Mexican 
restaurant within walking distance and it will 
book the table. Don’t worry too much though, 
the choice of restaurant will still be yours and 
the Al computer will probably be in a stylish, 
matt-black box rather than a moth eaten 
teddy. 

little computer people 

Computer games is one area where Al is 
already making an impact and one of its 
biggest evangelists is Bullfrog MD, Peter 
Molyneux. But why does he think it’s so 
important? “It will benefit every game you 
could care to mention. With the possible 
exception of Tetris. Games companies are all 
jumping on the 3D graphics bandwagon, but 
I think it is Al and not flash graphics which 
will bring the big advances. The question is, 
what do we want to do with it?”

Perhaps the most obvious place to apply Al 
is in providing you with a real opponent to pit 
yourself against. There’s nothing quite so 
annoying as hordes of slime dripping aliens 
who just line up in front of your gun, or 
German flying “Aces” with all the dogfighting 
skill of you great aunt Myrtle. Good Al will 
allow the computer to learn from your fighting 
style and counter it. It should at least “make it 
less predictable” to quote Jonathan Dean, of 
Crush, developer of Mortal Coil — one game 
that relies heavily on Al. It could also spell the 
end for the difficulty selection screen — the 
game will be able to gauge your ability and 
adapt the challenge accordingly, getting 
tougher as you improve. 

The second area is in simulating the behav¬ 
iour of intelligent creatures either as oppo¬ 
nents (perhaps as individual units in a war ► See over 
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A In Westworld, Yul Brynner is the android gunslinger relent¬ 
lessly pursuing the tourist who shot him. 


game) or to create a more realistic environ¬ 
ment, such as having people try to stop you as 
you leave the scene of a crime. In Syndicate 
Wars, the sequel to Syndicate, Bullfrog wanted 
the game to take place in a ‘real’ city. “We 
know we can do the traffic, and the pedestri¬ 
ans, and the people going to and from work”, 
says Molyneux, “but the question is what 
resources we can put into that without affect¬ 
ing gameplay. When we did Populous, each 
little person took up 48 Bytes, in Dungeon 
Keeper (where the object is to direct monsters 
against an army of heroes invading your 
Dungeon) it was 1500. But it’s not always nec¬ 
essary to have Al to simulate people’s behav¬ 
iour. Joe Scirica, vice-president in charge of 
development at Maxis, explains that, there was 
really very little Al in Sim City, or Sim City 2000: 
“Basically, the behaviour of the city emerges 
— it’s based on a system. It seems intelligent 
because, although the rules are fixed, there 
are a very large number of variables and we 
used good random number seeding (a kind of 
fuzzy logic) to avoid obvious patterns. It prob¬ 


ably reflects the chaos of the people more than 
their intelligence. The real problem at the 
moment is raw computing power although 
we’re experimenting a city where you can have 
a man on the street view and actually interact 
with people. We expect to have something 
commercial within about a year.” 

It maybe a pretty tired thing to say but 
games are better as a multiplayer experience, 
for it’s more of a challenge to play a truly intel¬ 
ligent opponent. Jonathan Dean describes 
networked Doom as the most exciting game 
he’s played in years: “it really opened my 
eyes. In an office the social aspect of net¬ 
worked games is incredible.” But every silver 
lining has its cloud and with multiplayer games 
that’s the other people. There’s nothing quite 
so annoying as being immersed in a game 
only to have characters disappear because 
someone wants to watch Baywatch. Al allows 
the game to learn each player’s playing style 
and mimic them if they leave, an approach

taken by Bullfrog’s ‘behavioural cloning’. “The 
‘behavioural clone’ lives inside the game and 
samples the way you play. But it’s a difficult 
balance, explains Peter Molyneux: “The real 
problem is to make sure you don’t know that 
you’re playing against a computer, because 
once you know that you cease to care. I think 
the key is to have the computer making the 
kind of mistakes that humans make, but it’s 
still pretty difficult. Even across a network you 
form a relationship with other people” If the Al 
is good enough then you could have a situa¬ 
tion where there are no human players on-line 
but even the most ardent enthusiasts can’t see 
it totally replacing playing with other people. 
Apart from anything else, you can’t go for a 
drink with them afterwards. With the on-line 
capability of Windows 95 network gaming is 
set to grow and will probably take Al with it. 

Even with the developments so far, Al still 
has a long way to go. “The technology is 
huge”, says Peter Molyneux, “and I think that 
up until now there hasn’t been a lot of kudos 
associated with Al, but as graphics accelera- 


What is Al? 


Artificial intelligence is an attempt to 
combine the speed and precision of 
computers with the flexibility of the 
human brain. Attempts made by 
computer experts to model human 
intelligence have focused on three 
main approaches: 

Symbolic Al 

Symbolic Al dominated the field from the 
late 1940s to the late 80s before it lost 
ground to the flexibility of neural net com¬ 
puting. Symbolic Al is very clever with a 
small amount of information and forms the 
basis of Expert systems, such as comput¬ 
erised diagnosis of disease. 

Neural Nets 

When people talk about Al today they are 
usually referring to neural nets. Neural net 
computing is based on the way the neu¬ 
rons in the human brain form patterns to 
tackle specific tasks. A neural net comput¬ 
er builds a network of transistors which is 
retained and refined if successful and dis¬ 
carded if not. Initially it is trained by mark¬ 
ing it on how close it came to the solution. 
Once the network is established it can 
adapt itself to new circumstances and, in 
theory, begin to learn of its own accord. 

But fret not, we’re not about to be overtak¬ 
en in the brain-power stakes by some 
heap of silicon. The best a large parallel 
computer can handle is 100,000,000 con¬ 
nections per second (cps) while the 
human brain can handle 
100 , 000 , 000 , 000 , 000 , 000 . 

Creature-based Al 

Creature-based Al is a newish extension of 
neural net computing. It points out that 
human learning requires the mind to inter¬ 
act with its environment. We learn to link 
‘pain’ and ‘hot’ when we eat a potato with¬ 
out letting it cool down. Adherents of this 
approach believe that the development of 
real Al requires housing the Al computers 
within ‘bodies’. 

Footnote: Fuzzy Logic 

Neural nets operate on what’s known as 
‘fuzzy logic’. Although the information 
they receive may be incomplete, a blur¬ 
ring effect in their interpretation rou¬ 
tines, enables them to attempt to work 
out what you wanted to do anyway.

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tors become increasingly common there will 
be processing power to spare.” The big ques¬ 
tion is how intelligent will our games be. 

Peter Molyneux seems pretty bullish, “to a 
great degree, if you control the environment, 
you control the amount of intelligence 
required.” Joe Scirica is not so sure, “I’ve been 
working on baseball recently and even though 
the variables, such as the ball’s speed, spin 


and angle and the face of the bat are all con¬ 
trolled it’s almost impossible to get the com¬ 
puter to hit a good pitch. The processing 
power of even the most powerful computers 
just isn’t up to it. I think that, when it comes to 
Al, the technologies become mixed up with 
the jargon. It’s not as much artificial intelli¬ 
gence, as applied intelligence — it's closer to 
expert systems really.” ► See over 


Al in the movies 



Since the early 1950s Al has inspired film makers. Here’s our entirely partisan 
top five greatest movies of all time. 

Forbidden Planet (1 956) 

In this reworking of Shakespeare’s “The Tempest” Al (in the form of mechanical servant, 
Robbie) is seen as benign. While the Robot is programmed not to harm humans, the 
technologically-boosted mind of his master, Dr Mobius, is the real monster. 

PCR Al Rating: 5/10 Bright, but not bright enough to recognise that it is being 
exploited as a servant. 

2001 (1968) and 2010 (1984) 

In 2001, the Discovery’s Al computer, HAL goes mad and kills the crew. When a new mis¬ 
sion docks with the ship they find that HAL had a breakdown because he was ordered to 
lie. The scene in 2001 where he sings “Daisy, Daisy” as he is shutting down is an echo of 
his early training (see “What is Artificial Intelligence?"). 

PCR Al Rating: 9/10 A computer which develops a very human disorder: such as 
madness. 

Westworld (1973) 

At an exclusive theme park the Al robot attractions break free of their programming and 
take revenge of the humans who mistreated them. Yul Brynner’s pursuit of the tourist who 
shot him earlier is all the more chilling for the intelligence it displays. 

PCR Al Rating: 7/10 The androids are motivated by revenge, proving that 
machines have feelings too. 

Blade Runner (1982) 

Ridley Scott’s film develops some of the themes in Westworld but leaves you in absolutely 
no doubt about the replicants intelligence. The replicants are every bit as real as the other 
characters and have a strong desire to live. 

PCR Al Rating: 8/10 The replicants are programmed to die after four years, 
which is when they begin to develop emotions. An angry replicant would be far 
too hard to handle for any human. 

The Terminator (1984) & Terminator 2(1991) 

In the first Terminator film there’s no doubt about the danger of artificial intelligence. When 
the Al Skynet computer, which controls nuclear weapons, begins to develop intelligence 
its creators panic and try to turn it off. Unfortunately, it has already grown intelligent 
enough to defend itself. In Terminator 2 the Terminator’s are advanced neural net chips. 

PCR Al Rating: 6/10 Arnie’s original Terminator knows everything about killing, 
and is completely emotionless. In the sequel he learns the value of human life.

Neural nets mean that the same hardware 
can be trained to perform a number of dif¬ 
ferent tasks such as computerised trans¬ 
lation. While not up to the standards of the 
Universal Translator that helped Captain 
Kirk sweet talk so many green skinned 
Orion slave girls, SRI Cambridge is cur¬ 
rently developing an Al based translation 
system for booking airline tickets. It will 
enable customer to order tickets in their 
own language which it will then translate 
into English. Where previous attempts 
floundered on the complexity of human 
language and a plan to provide a system 
for the European Parliament was written 
off as a failure (along with millions of 
pounds), it looks as though the neural 
solution will be able to work effectively. 

Anyone who’s ever had to look for infor¬ 
mation on the Internet (or even on a very 
large hard drive) knows that it can be far 
from easy and painless. Even if you use a 
search engine you don’t always get what 
you’re looking for. Al is being used to 
build so called “information lenses” which 
focus in on what you’re looking for 
amongst the mass of information. In the 
future you may be able type in “find pho¬ 
tographs of vicars on Harley Davidsons,” 
and that is what you’ll get, even if none of 
the key words are present.

Sim City 2000 

Maxis (0171) 490 2333 

For the benefit of recently returned alien 
abductees, Sim City 2000 sees you in the 
role of mayor doing your best to make Sim 
City a choice place to live. You can build the 
infrastructure and decide how much you 
want to spend on services but the sim citi¬ 
zens constitute the fly in your ointment. Just 
when everything’s nice and the tax dollars 
are rolling in, they decide to go and have a 
riot. Although Sim City isn’t artificially intelli¬ 
gent, it uses sophisticated random number 
generation to generate the chaos you see in 
a real city. 

PCR Al rating: 6/10 no real Al, but it 
does a convincing impression. 

FX Fighter 

Phillips Media (0181) 689 2126 

Like all good beat 'em ups, the key to suc¬ 
cess in FX Fighter is exploiting the weakness 
of your opponent. The problem is having an 
opponent who lets you floor them all the 
time, with the same move. You end up feel¬ 
ing pretty cheated if you can leg sweep your 
way to victory after shelling out large 
amounts of money. In FX Fighter, the on¬ 
board Al allows the computer opponents to 
recognise patterns in your attacks and you’ll 
soon wind up with several tons of angry 
cyborg on your head. 

PCR Al rating: 8/10 a very good 
example of a game which adapts to 
your playing style. 


Mortal Coil 

Virgin (0171) 368 2255 

A bit like a cross between Doom, Canon 
Fodder and UFO: Enemy Unknown, Mortal 
Coil relies heavily on Al. You lead a team 
against alien terrorists and the game allows 
you to jump into any member of the team — 
while the Al controls the other team mem¬ 
bers. They can judge if they’re outnumbered 
or outgunned and respond accordingly. The 
aliens will pursue, evade and even go off to 
get re-enforcements. Developer Crush hopes 
the use of Al techniques will mean that the 
game will provide more of a challenge. 
Release: October 1995 
PCR Al rating: 7/10 a great idea, but the 
game hasn’t arrived yet so it’s impossi¬ 
ble to say how well it will work. 

Formula One Grand 
Prix 2 

Microprose (01454) 326 532 

F1GP2 (see preview in Issue 47) has artifi¬ 
cially intelligent race track rivals. Each driver 
(based on real Formula One drivers) has a 
personality which determines their driving 
style. Cut off an aggressive driver and you’ll 
never see the chequered flag (yes, Hill and 
Schumacher are in there). The intention is to 
give the game more of the race strategy ele¬ 
ment of real Formula One. 

Release: September 1995 
PCR Al rating: 8/10 again, we don’t 
know how well it will work. But we can’t 
wait to shunt Schumacher.

If the figure beside the line ‘largest executable program size’ is less than 550K 
your system is not set up correctly. The easiest way to reconfigure your memory 
is to use the Memmaker program. From the DOS prompt type MEMMAKER. The 
introduction screen will now appear, press the ENTER key. On the next screen 
select the CUSTOM SETUP option by pressing the SPACEBAR. On the next page 
make sure the answer to the option ‘Do you wish to use any programs that need 
expanded memory’ is ‘No’ and press the ENTER key. On the next page there are 
six options and these should be answered as follows: 


Option Answer 

1. Specify which drivers and TSR’s to include in optimisation? No 

2. Scan the upper memory aggressively? Yes 

3. Optimise upper memory for use with Windows? No 

4. Use monochrome region (BOOO - B7FF) for running programs? Yes

5. Keep current EMM386 memory exclusions and inclusions? No 


6. More extended BIOS data area from conventional to upper memory? Yes 

Follow the rest of the on-screen instructions, and Memmaker will reboot your sys¬ 
tem with your memory correctly configured. 
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In the toolbar is a small icon of a box with 
a picture in it (the fourth icon from the bot¬ 
tom on the left). Click on this and drag out 
a square. You can then select the name of the 
picture file to go here — we’ve supplied loads of 
bitmap clipart in the folder called ‘Images’ in 
the Frax directory.

Windows 95 

cracks begin to show 

Just one week after the official launch of Windows 95, 
the scale of the problems with the upgrade are begin¬ 
ning to emerge. 

Microsoft has admitted to PC Review that there are 
very significant numbers of applications that have 
shown problems when running under Windows 95. 

“There are about 200 applications and programs with 
problems,” commented Microsoft’s UK spokesper¬ 
son. It has also turned out that floppy disk users are to 
get a cut-down version of Microsoft’s new operating 
system compared with CD users, despite paying the 
same amount. 

Microsoft’s spokesperson confirms that an 80-page 
document exists within Microsoft, which includes 
problems and incompatibilities with applications. 

Concern over the scale of the situation was height¬ 
ened when, just four days before the Windows 95 



launch, reports in one national newspaper 
named several of the most widely used 
applications as apparently being among 
those with compatibility problems, including 
dBase 5 for Windows, Novell WordPerfect, Norton 
Utilities and CompuServe’s Internet dial-up access to 
the Internet. 

Microsoft however attempted to downplay the 
claims when talking to PC Review, saying the number 
of problem applications represented just a small num¬ 
ber of the total number of applications. “This is one 
percent of the total number of applications available,” 
pointed out their spokesperson. 

Meanwhile discontent is spreading over pricing of 
MSN access for UK users. MSN is Microsoft’s on-line 
network — access software for which is included as 
part of the Windows 95 package. UK rates for access¬ 


ing the MSN now seem likely to be far higher than that 
for American access. Also, the MSN link allowing 
users a gateway to the Internet will not be available in 
Europe until 1996. Yet, in the US, Internet access from 
MSN has been available from launch. 

As if this wasn’t enough, yet further discontent 
among users has been caused by problems when try¬ 
ing to run the operating system on slower PCs. 

PC Review is currently testing and evaluating the 
final version of Windows 95 and will be reporting our 
findings in full, together with full details of the differ¬ 
ences between the floppy and CD versions, in the 
December issue.

It can hardly have been surprised at the results, but FAST’s first ever 
survey into illegal use of software in the home made headlines in the national 
press when it was revealed that 74% of home computers hold business soft¬ 
ware obtained by foul means. 

FAST, the Federation Against Software Theft, conducted face-to-face inter¬ 
views in London and the Home Counties and used 250 responses from home 
PC users. Nine per cent of respondents bought their software by mail order, 
11 per cent from a shop and six per cent from dealers. The rest either copied 
programs from a friend, or used the master disks from the software installed 
at the office. While a number of business software licences do allow for use of 
the programs both at the office and at home, they do not permit simultaneous 
use by one family member at work and another at home, and thus users need 
to be careful that they are not breaking the law. 

In addition to the basic findings, FAST also quizzed respondents about their 
motives. Three quarters of those surveyed were aware that copying programs 
was illegal, but 63% of these said they did so because software was too expen¬ 
sive to buy. Just over a third (37%) of respondents believed it was easier to 
copy than to buy software and a massive 81% felt there was little or no chance 
of being caught. 

“We needed to understand the dimensions of this problem with this initial 
survey,” says FAST’s chief executive Geoff Webster. “Now we want to do a 
more detailed survey and to look at ways of combating the problem, probably 
through educating software users.” 


Windows at the Beeb 

Further endorsement for Windows 95 — as if any more were needed — has come 
from the heart of the establishment. The British Broadcasting Corporation, after 
pilot-testing the new operating system on 70 linked systems, has decided to stan¬ 
dardise its desktop PCs with Windows 95 across the organisation. The first recipi¬ 
ents of Windows 95 will be 750 users at BBC Bristol, with other regions upgrading 
later. According to the BBC’s controller of information technology, Roger Kemp, the 
key reasons for standardising with Windows 95 were to increase efficiency, reduce 
support costs, and eventually to make extensive use of Windows 95’s networking 
and common e-mail features.

Now’s the time to buy if you are building up a library of multi- 
media reference programs. Microsoft has reduced prices for 
its leisure-orientated CD-ROM products with immediate 
effect. The new price points are £29.99, £39.99 and £49.99 — 
although these are “suggested” prices rather than recom¬ 
mended retail prices. However, Microsoft believes retailers 
should have no problem hitting these targets. 

At a penny under £30, Microsoft will be selling its children’s 
CD-ROMs — such as Dangerous Creatures and Ancient 
Lands — and some of the Microsoft Home titles, such as the 
just-launched Home Cooking with Master Chefs. 

Many of the mainstream leisure titles, including the highly 
popular Art Gallery, Cinemania 95 and Flight Simulator, will 
now be priced at £39.99. Flight Sim add-on and scenery disks 
will be sold at £19.99. 

The one title not included in the cuts is the general ency¬ 
clopedia program, Encarta 95: that stays at £79, although you 


may well be able to find it slightly cheaper if you shop around. 
The new edition, Encarta 96, is due out this autumn — this is 
the fully localised version, not just with British English 
spellings, but also with a greater emphasis on British refer¬ 
ences and European-relevant entries — but Microsoft isn’t yet 
willing to pin a price on it. 

However, two other Microsoft Home titles also out in the 
next couple of months are World of Flight, a history of 
aviation, and Microsoft Ocean, a companion 
program to Dangerous Creatures, and these will each come 
in at £29.99. 

It’s also worth pointing out that the new prices don’t 
apply to the integrated business package Microsoft 
Works and the DTP program Microsoft Publisher. 

These would normally remain at £79.99, but both are 
currently selling at special promotional prices from 
now until December — check with your local store or 
Microsoft on (0345) 002000 for details.

The diary of an installation 

Things did not go smoothly 
when PC Review decided to 
uporade to Windows 95.

START — Friday, 25th August 

Never ones to fall behind the times, we 
here at PC Review decided that we just 
couldn’t wait to get in on this Windows 
95 thing. And this is our story 



4;05pm: After raiding the petty cash for 
the requisite funds, I am dispatched to 
the local Dixons. Once there, the lovely 
Jennifer politely relieves me of 80 
pounds and presents me in return with a 
single, shiny new penny of the realm, 
and a copy of Windows 95 — on floppy 
disks, since they have run out of CDs. 
Darn. I race impatiently back to the 
office to try it out. 

5:45pm: I open the box to find — 
unlucky for some — 13 disks, could this 
be an omen? I begin the installation 
process, after backing up the contents 
of my hard drive — better safe than 
sorry, eh?

From the number of fouls committed to how much 
time in possession of the ball for each team, a person sitting in the commentary 
box has to key it into a portable PC which is then sent back to the studio via 
satellite and displayed for the Sky-owning, or pub-going public to view and 
admire. You certainly don’t get that down at the baseball ground. 


scarves. Cambridge United hires a PC spe¬ 
cialist to record its team’s match statistics, so 
that the management can then analyse them 
and get a good idea on how to play the next 
match. The success of Cambridge United can 
show you how well that works. 

But perhaps the major innovator in PC foot¬ 
ball-linked usage is Sky Television, and in spe¬ 
cific Sky Sports. Sky has been using PCs for 
its football coverage since the company 
secured the exclusive rights to show the 
Premiership action live. Firstly there was the 
clock and score that runs constantly in the cor¬ 
ner of the screen, and although it was 
slammed by other television stations at the 
time, they too are now adopting this practice 
(and the use of computers for such). 

Then Sky went one step further, and was the 
first TV station to place a person with a laptop 
in the commentary box with the commenta¬ 
tors. This hapless soul’s job is to key into a 


specially written piece of software anything 
monumental that happens during the live 
match. The software will then automatically 
translate the information received into pure 
statistics and display it on screen. 

But it doesn’t end there, as Sky has just 
invested in a new PC-based system for this 
season’s programming. Replay 2000 is an 
Israeli creation that takes live video footage 
and converts it into 3-dimensional graphics. It 
also plots the distance between two objects 
(player and ball, player and player, Eric 
Cantona’s feet and spectators), and the veloc¬ 
ity of any one object — there’s also loads of 
other funky effects that Sky itself is currently 
finding out, but it all certainly adds a new 
dimension in football analysis. It’s not new, 
there’s a similar system currently operating in 
Italy, but it’ll certainly set a new precedent in 
British football television. And heck, it’s down 
to a PC like yours you know. Fancy that...

R ecently it’s been nigh on impossible 
to open a British PC magazine with¬ 
out finding someone banging on 
about gamesplay and the good old 
days, “when I were a lad we didn’t 
have them fancy rendered graphics" (alright I 
admit it, I was nodding along with the best of 
them). Commitment to gamesplay has tradi¬ 
tionally been regarded as “a British thing” but 
one American software house, Legend, has 
new plans Legend aims to export gameplay 
to the UK. 

Chantilly base 

Founded in Chantilly, Virginia six years ago by 
Bob Bates and Mike Verdu, Legend 
Entertainment has always tried to put sub¬ 
stance above other elements of a game. 
President Bob Bates believes his background 
in writing text adventures and novels gives him 
an edge. “Legend focus first on gameplay and 


then on presentation Most everybody here is 
a dedicated gameplayer - we don’t fool our 
selves into thinking that you can make a good 
game on visuals alone.” Do they think that this 
approach will bring success in the European 
market? “Very much so. We believe that the 
style of our games is well suited to a European 
audience which has traditionally looked for a 
lot of depth in its games.” It’s with that in mind 
that Legend recently signed up with European 
software manufacturer and distributor Virgin 
and asked it to handle its European distribu¬ 
tion for it 

Legend’s earlier products were a mixture of 
text and graphics, but in 1993 the company 
developed the point and click interface for its 
popular Companions of Xanth series (based 
on Piers Anthony’s best-selling fantasy series). 
Last year it also upgraded its games engine to 
SVGA for its biggest success to date, Death 
Gate And as if that wasn’t enough, at the very 


same time the company also signed a deal 
with Random House publisher of authors 
such as Robert Jordan, Alan D Foster (who 
wrote the novel of Aliens) and Jack L Chalker. 

In the pipeline 

Currently Legend has two games about to hit 
the market Mission Critical is the first and is a 
point and click adventure set in the 22nd cen¬ 
tury, with SVGA graphics and full motion video 
(including performances from Michael Dorn, 
alias Worf in Star Trek: The Next Generation 
and Patricia Charbonneau who portrays K2 
and Robo Cop II). 

Its second game, Shannara, is based on the 
best-selling series of books by Terry Brooks 
and is the first fruit from the tie-up with 
Random House. How did Michael Dorn come 
to be involved in Mission Critical 9 Mike Verdu 
explains, “we originally wanted a woman for 
the role but when we heard that Michael Dorn

was interested the part was adapted for him.” 

So how does Legend approach the design 
of a new game? 

“Our approach is to start with story telling 
all Legend products are story and charac¬ 
ter intensive I really started in the industry 
writing text based adventures for Infocom 
(the leading adventure games publisher in 
the 1980’s),” says Bob At the same time he 
is keen to point out that Legend don’t neglect

Legend is already very much identified with 
adventure games, but does it plan to move 
into other genres? How about a shoot ’em up 
“Well, Bob and I are writers at heart and 
adventures are the best means for us to 
explore our talents — story telling is our main 
strength.” 

Back to the future 

So do they both dream of spending their 
retirement years playing adventure games? 
Mike Verdu likes the idea of more play and 
less work, “although I like other genres too. 
Bob Bates has a different vision of his twilight 
years, “I dream of retiring and going off to 
spend more time writing games. Although I 
currently have a lot of creative input I haven’t 
had the time to actually write a game for about 
three years.” Here’s to retirement.

Gan Daggerfall do even better? 

Gal Jones explores Bethesda’s new world. 



W hen I reviewed The Elder 
Scrolls: Arena back in 
Issue 31 (it was rated 8), 
I described it as being 
the role-playing equiva¬ 
lent of Elite. What I was trying to say was 
that it was vast — not so much a game 
as a world you could lose yourself in. It 
had a plot and a series of objectives, but 
it was also completely non-lin¬ 
ear. The locations included the 
usual dungeons and castles, 
but there were towns to 
visit, wildernesses to 
explore and work to be had 
almost everywhere 
you looked. If you 
didn’t fancy persuing 
your main quest, you 
could always eek out 
a living as a mercenary 
or errand boy in a local town 
until you felt the need to con¬ 
tinue, or alternatively you 
could travel across the 
world, taking in the differ¬ 
ent sites. The damned thing 
absolutely enormous. 

This approach was refreshingly differ¬ 
ent from your usual run-of-the-mill RPG, 




and won the game many fans. 
Considering that it was Bethesda’s first 
RPG, it was a major achievement for the 
company who, back then, had pro¬ 
duced only a handful of dodgy sports 
sims and a couple of rather poor 
Terminator games (though the forth¬ 
coming Terminator: Future Shock looks 
very promising at this stage). 

Land ho! 

Well, now a sequel is in the offing. The 
Elder Scrolls: Daggerfall is based on 
a brand new and highly advanced 
games engine, Xngine, which 
allows for slicker graphics and even 
more realism than its predecessor. 
You can explore the sophisticated 
new landscapes, which range from 
mountainous areas to dank caverns, 
visit alternative dimensions and interact 
with every character you meet along 
the way. According to Bethesda, the 
freedom to do what you want is a 
very important part of the Elder 
Scrolls series. “The vast detail of 
the computer world we have creat¬ 
ed and the freedom to explore and 
live an unhindered life has hit home with 
numerous groups of non-standard role- 


players,” claims Bethesda president 
Chris Weaver. “A case in point is the 
thousands of Arena users over age 65.” 
Consequently, Daggerfall will allow as 
much freedom as Arena, and now that 
the graphics have been improved, 
there’s even more incentive to get out 
and do a spot of sightseeing. 

If you did play Arena, you’ll be glad to 
know that your time wasn’t wasted. You 
can import your old characters into 
Daggerfall, and if you help non-player 
characters, your deeds will be remem¬ 
bered in subsequent games in the rest 
of the series. 

Having enjoyed Arena, I can’t deny 
that I’m looking forward to the sequel. 
It’s definitely a contender for role-play-

A strategy game set in space. Not a 
particularly new tune for the piper, 
but this one sports a whole new set 
of bizzaro sprites. New developer 
The Logic Factory has a lot riding on 
its debut game, Ascendancy, especially since 
the company claims every game it produces 
will be the pinnacle of its genre. What can 
Ascendancy offer that you couldn’t get else¬ 
where? Company president Jason 
Templeman describes The Logic Factory’s 
approach as “taking a classic game and doing 
something new with it. We wanted to do the 
type of games we want to play.” 

Based in Carmel, California (the town that 
elected Clint Eastwood mayor), The Logic 
Factory has a good pedigree. Two-thirds of the 
staff used to work at Origin, where Templeman 
was lead programmer on the very popular 
Strike Commander, as well as programmer on 
Savage Empire, which became one of the 
Worlds of Ultima series. 

The object of Ascendancy is to take over at 
least half the known universe (which, from the 
look of things, doesn’t seem to be much small¬ 
er than the real thing) or to force everyone else 
into peace on your terms. Ascendancy’s 
designers have created 21 totally different 
alien races, of which you have to take on at 
least three per game. 

Made to measure 
strategy 

You can set up Ascendancy as whichever kind 
of strategy game you want to play — the uni¬ 
verse can be big or small, hostile or passive, 
crowded or spacious, as well as how many 
alien races you want to take on. Not only do 
the species behave very differently, but they 
exhibit artificial intelligence. Even the most 
warlike races won’t attack you if you’re too 
strong. 

According to graphic artist Jason Decker, 
the game was designed to be “friendly enough 
for the newest of users, and still, when desired, 
a real challenge for any expert gamer. We 
wanted a good solid game that doesn’t force 
the player to juggle numbers”. In addition, the 
difference between the alien races isn’t just 
limited to appearances. If you are contacted

by an insectoid race, for example, then their 
ships and actions will reflect their origins. Each 
species has a skill that also relates to some¬ 
thing in its evolution. With 21 different races, 
from which you must choose between three 
and seven per game, there’s more than 1,000 
different permutations to the gameplay. 

One of The Logic Factory’s main aims was 
to create an elegant interface. “We wanted it to 
stay as crisp and clean as possible, without

sacrificing playability,” says Templeman. In 
addition, the team aims to offer the player “as 
many neat things to see as possible — visual 
rewards.” Ascendancy has nearly 100 differ¬ 
ent discoveries, each of which yields two or 
more “really cool gizmos”. 

Music to your ears 

Templeman is also keen to boast of the one 
feature which becomes immediately apparent 
to anyone standing within range of the speak¬ 
ers — the music. Ascendancy has three back¬ 
ground themes which vary depending on the 
level of activity or hostility, and this enhances 
the game’s atmosphere greatly. “We wanted 
the best music we could get. Neno (the com¬ 
poser) has the best equipment available, 
including some exotic, Asian instruments.” 
The music is pulled straight off the CD 
because it doesn’t slow the game down so 
much. According to Templemafi, “we want the 
games to run well on the majority of machines, 
not just the high end ones.” 


So what can we expect from The Logic 
Factory in the next year or so? “Well, we’re 
currently at work on our second game which 
will be an adventure — I can’t say much more 
than that, except that we intend to break the 
mould. Too many adventure games seem to 
be ‘make work tasks’ that add nothing to your 
enjoyment.” The Logic Factory’s next task will 
be a Windows 95 multiplayer version of 
Ascendancy, although it hopes to complete its 
second game before the end of next year.

I t’s a sad fact that none of the Aliens 
games that have so far been converted to 
the home computer have managed to 
capture the atmosphere and tension of 
the original movie trilogy. Indeed, 
Acclaim’s Alien 3 and even the Atari Jaguar’s 
Alien Vs Predator were arguably little more 
than glorified shoot ’em ups. So for the latest 
Giger tie-in Mindscape has opted for a very 
different approach. 

For starters, the game isn’t based on the 
films at all, but in fact draws inspiration from 
Dark Horse’s gritty Aliens comic books. The 
game itself is being developed by Paris-based 
Cryo who, interestingly, bought out Dark 
Horse France last year. Consequently, both 
teams have been working together closely to 



ensure Aliens: The Comic Book Adventure will 
be as authentic as possible. 

Work started on the game in February 
1994, when game designer Nicolas 
Choukroun teamed up with Cryo MD 


Jean Martial LeFranc and roughed 


out the storyboard, visualised by 
graphic artist Bernard Bittler. 
Although the storyline is com¬ 
pletely original, much of the 
game’s background and plot 
twists are taken from the 
Aliens: Labyrinth comic series. 

It has also borrowed ideas from 


numerous other Dark Horse books 


and, of course, the Alien films. 

The game revolves around a team of four 
terraformers who are awoken from hypersleep 
to investigate a distress signal from the shake 
‘n’ bake colony on planet B54C. As their hiber¬ 
nation pods slide open and the USS Sheridan 
flickers into life, the crew find themselves in 


orbit around the planet. Blissfully unaware of 
the nightmare that’s happening on the surface 
below, the four slip into their exoskeletons and 
prepare to dock with the colony. 


Revamped 


Aliens is essentially a graphic 


adventure, and is based on a 
more advanced hybrid of the 
Lost Eden game engine. 
However, Cryo has drastically 
revamped the engine so that 
Aliens will be tougher and cer¬ 
tainly not as linear as, say, 


Dragon Lore. What’s more, Aliens 


will be visually more spectacular than 
Cryo’s previous games, thanks to slick SVGA 
graphics which help to capture the eerie feel of 
the comics and, of course, the movies. 

The game promises to be surprisingly 
simple to play, mainly due to the intelligent 
icon-based cursor system which makes

moving through the colony both quick and 
straightforward. It also makes many of the 
game’s puzzles easier to tackle. 

While many of the puzzles are solved by 
object manipulation, occasionally 
you’ll need to call on the skills and 
abilities of each of the crew 
members to crack the prob¬ 
lem. For example Herickson, 
an ex-marine and the obliga¬ 
tory meathead of the team, 
is the only bloke with military 
training and therefore the only 
crew member brave (or stupid) 
enough to take on the Aliens in 
combat. Sinclair, on the other hand, is 
a weedy scientist who specialises in all things 
technical and so proves invaluable when 
operating the colony computer and overriding 
the security systems. 

As with all of Cryo’s games, Aliens looks 
awesome, and when the graphics are com¬ 



bined with the sweeping soundtrack which 
howls away in the background, it really is 
moody, atmospheric and tense. Play this in a 
darkened room and I dare you not to jump! 

On location 

Each of the locations 
in the game, of 
which there are 
loads, have 
been painstak¬ 
ingly rendered in 
3D Studio, along 
with each individual 
character sprite and all the 
impressive cinematic cut-scenes. 

In fact, the only hand-drawn graphics in the 
entire program are the portraits of each crew 
member, which were first painted on paper 
and then digitised into the game to give a 
more comic-style feel. 

Even the combat sections are rendered, 


and adopt a 3D-isometric view which looks 
down on Herickson in his exoskeleton. 
Equipped with grenades, machine guns and 
flame throwers, Herickson is moved around 
simply by clicking on the screen, and 
the cursor is also used for 
aiming his weapons. It’s 
almost like Cannon 
Fodder, but with 
better graphics. 

However, no mat¬ 
ter how glossy the 
presentation, if the 
gameplay is lacking, 
there’s little to hold the play¬ 
er’s attention. Thankfully, it looks as if 
Cryo has learned from previous experiences, 
and has created a game, nay an experience, 
that may well be described as not only one of 
the scariest graphic adventures, but also one 
of the most absorbing and playable graphic 
adventures this year. Let’s hope so.

M onsters, spells and exploration 
are undoubtedly the major ele¬ 
ments of Stonekeep, the game 
which has been nearly three 
years in the making and which at 
one time was taking up nearly all of publisher 
Interplay’s programming and development 
resources. Now that the revisions have been 
done and the graphic techniques settled, 
we’re left with a surprisingly ‘pure’ rendition of 
the role-playing game. 

For producer Michael Quarles, keeping the 
full-screen graphics uncluttered and the con¬ 
trol interface as intuitive as possible was one of 
most important aspects of developing the 
game. And it’s paid off. 

In its finished form, you move around the 
dungeons using the cursor keys and perform 
actions with the mouse. A click on the right 
button will call up an inventory panel on the 
right of the screen, at the top of which is a 
representation of yourself (since this is a first 
person perspective game, you can’t usually 
see yourself), so that you can see what you 
are wearing or any weapon you are bearing — 
and change these. This panel also includes 
any items you have picked up in your travels 
so far and it is from here that you can access 
the maps. 

One feature which should prove immensely 
useful in play is that the on-screen cursor is 
dynamic, ie, it changes according to the type 
of action it expects from you. You could spend 
ages examining every bit of dungeon wall to 
see if there are any hidden runes or secret 
doors, but since the cursor will change to an 
on-screen eye if it passes over something 
worth looking at, all you need to do is a quick 
sweep of the area. Saves on time and tedium. 
Altogether, the action in Stonekeep takes 


SPELL-CASTING — HOW IT WORKS 


You won’t get very far in Stonekeep without needing to use a little bit of the 
old magic. There are 28 spells in the game and five spell modifiers which will 
alter the spell effects subtly. Before you can start casting any spell, you have 
to have found it: the spells themselves are found on runes scattered around 
the dungeons, and you’ll find them as you explore the labyrinth. In addition to 
the spells, you must also collect the nine orbs which you’ll find at strategic 
points on your journey. These give you special powers when found and used. 
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Before you can cast any spells at all, you 
need to find the journal. Your journal 
keeps track of character stats, your sta¬ 
tus, runes that you have found, items you 
have picked up (including what they 
might be useful for) and the automaps. 
One handy feature of the journal is that 
you can add your own notes to it, either 
to the maps or the pages themselves, 
down where a particular spell was effective, 
hard pressed to miss the- journal: it’s positioned nice 
dungeon floor right near the beginning of the game. 


Scattered around the dungeons are runes 
which you can pick up. These are your 
passport to spell-casting. Also to be 
picked up from the dungeon floor is a 
runecaster (seen here in your left hand), 
a staff that looks like a baseball bat. 
Choose a set of suitable runes that you 
already have in your journal and copy 
and paste them on the runecaster. Now 


to cast the spell, you simply ‘swing’ the runecaster at the enemy and the 
magic takes effect. Whirl the runecaster again and the last spell cast repeats 
itself — you may well need some spells again and again to despatch things 
like the swarm of wasps. 


As with all self-respecting RPGs, the map 
is automatically generated to show the 
areas you’ve already explored. In 
Stonekeep, you can also add your own 
notes — “Dead dwarf here”, for example 
— simply by placing the cursor and typ¬ 
ing from the keyboard. Keeping notes 
like this will be vitally important, espe¬ 
cially if you’ve missed a clue. 
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MONSTER MASH 


There are about 75 monsters in 
total in Stonekeep. Twenty-five of 
these are individually designed; 
the balance is made up by perming 
the attributes to come up with dif¬ 
ferent-looking variations. These 
range from nasty swarms of giant 
insects to slimy aquatic beasts, 
fire-breathing dragons and of 
course, the now-notorious skele¬ 
ton, affectionately known as Lucy.

place over 13 separate levels, encompassing 
22 different screen maps. The game is played 
from a player’s eye view, so that all you can 
see of yourself is the tip of your sword — if 
you’re carrying one — or your arm as you 
move out to take a swing at a baddie. 

If the dungeons all look the same, well, 
they’re meant to be. The Stonekeep team 
hopes that playing the game will be a scary 
experience, and have taken a leaf out of 
LucasArts’ book in programming the music to 
change whenever you travel to a new area 
and also when you enter into combat. This 
has the unmistakable effect of making you 
feel like the heroine who insists on getting out 
of bed to investigate a noise in a haunted 
house with only a spluttering candle for light. 

It’s not all a monotonous tour of dungeon 
walls, though. There is also a mine complex to 
be completed, and a series of underwater 
levels. One of the main puzzles within the 
game is to work out how to drain the water so 
that you can access some of the things found 
in the underwater caverns. 

Join the party 

No program can call itself a true RPG unless 
there’s a party, and in Stonekeep, you’ll have 
the chance to recruit up to seven different 
characters to join you in your quest (three of 
which can be playing at any one time). You 
then lead them, but you don’t control their 
combat or what they say. However, they do 
have minds of their own sometimes. A dwar- 
ven character will always attack a sharga on 



sight (they hate them, you see), for example. 
Your party will also cast their own spells and 
you’ll see their attacks on screen. You’ll see 
very little of the characters themselves, 
though. In an effort to prevent the playing 
screen from becoming cluttered, your party 
travel behind you — you view them by pulling 
down a little wing mirror type affair. 

So, how does it all look? It looks great, and 
what we have here is a first person perspec¬ 
tive game which uses role-playing 
techniques. It is, I think, an RPG for people 
who don’t really like RPGs (ie, me), rather 
than one for people who are deeply into them 
(ie, Cal). It really is simple and intuitive to con¬ 
trol and the full screen effect works — you do 
get much more of a sense of suspense and 
‘being there’. Watch out for next month’s 
exclusive review.

Compro who? 
Cal Jones jets 
off to Israel to 
find out what 
the Tel Aviv- 
based company 
is up to. 


I srael is not a country you'd normally 
associate with the computer games 
industry. Britain yes, France yes, 
America definitely, but Israel? You’d 
be surprised. Based in Tel Aviv, a 
company called Compro Games is attempt¬ 
ing to revolutionise games design with its 
cutting-edge programming methods. How? 
Well. Compro has something of an 
advantage in this area. Many of the 
programmers who work there didn't receive 
their grounding in the games industry — 
after all, Compro is the Israeli games 
industry — but rather in the defence 
industry. By employing many of the 
advanced techniques used in military 
software. Compro aims to produce a range 
of technically superior games which will 
beat the American and European 
developers at their own game. 

Compro already has one title under its 
belt. CycleMania. an arcade bike racing 
game released through Accolade last year, 
was noteworthy for its innovative use of 3D 
graphics superimposed over video footage 
of road tracks. Well. Compro has plenty 
more tricks like that up its sleeves, as I dis¬ 
covered when I visited the company in July. 

Sun, surf and silicon 

Looking at Tel Aviv, it's easy to see why 
Compro is keen to conquer the European 
and American games markets. Although 40 
per cent of Israeli homes own a computer, 
Israel is a small country, which restricts the 
amount of games Compro can sell. And 
taking into account the sands which divide 
Tel Aviv from the Mediterranean, it's difficult 
to imagine why any sane Israeli would want 
to be hunched over a computer when they 
could be on the beach. 


Soul Hunt: In progress 


The three titles Compro currently has in devel¬ 
opment could well put Israel firmly on the 
games map. The first, Soul Hunt, is based on 
the same video technology as CycleMania, 
but rather than being a straight driving game, 
it also includes elements of combat and 
puzzle solving. It begins with you, your 
girlfriend and another couple setting out to 
watch a festival which re-enacts ancient 
mystical rites. After spending the night in a 
small hotel, you awake to discover that your 
friends have disappeared and, borrowing the 
landlord’s jeep, you set out to find them. 

As with CycleMania, Soul Hunt is based on 
video footage overlaid by 3D graphics. The 
game itself, however, is very different. Whereas 
CycleMania was an out-and-out race, Soul 
Hunt is more akin to a treasure hunt where you

drive around the country and pick up clues 
which direct you to your next destination.

Unlike CycleMania, you can turn your jeep 
around and head back the other way, although 
the limitations of video mean that your view 
does not pan with the movement of the jeep — 
you view it either from the front or from behind. 

On your travels you’ll encounter supernatur¬ 
al creatures who will try to bring your hunt to a 
swift and bloody end. Your only defence 
against them is magic. Scattered throughout 
the game are various locations which conceal 
spells, clues and other items. Like the roads, 
these sites are genuine locations in Israel 
which have been captured on video. 
Unusually for a video-based game, the loca¬ 
tions scroll a full 360 degrees, and you can 
zoom in on important objects. Unfortunately, 
Soul Hunt was not finished enough for me to 
see how the puzzles actually worked, but the 



game looks promising 
and is very different 
from anything I’ve 
seen before.

Space Runner is an exciting prospect for the 
Compro team. It plays well, and its complex 
mission structure gives it a distinct advantage 
over more linear blasters such as Terminal 
Velocity. Due for release in October, Space 


In contrast, the second Compro game I saw 
was a futuristic planet-based combat game 
involving a fair amount of strategy. It’s similar 
in style to Gremlin’s Retribution, but even in its 
unfinished state it looks far superior. The 
real-time rendered terrain has been created 
using a technique called Voxel Spacing, which 
basically means that the landscape is made 
up of 3D pixels (or voxels). The same tech¬ 
nique was used in games such as Comanche 
and CyberRace, but in both cases the 
landscape, whilst stunning from a distance, 
had a tendency to pixellate when you got up 
close. Space Runner suffers from this to some 
extent, but it’s far less noticeable, and Compro 
reckons that the technique can be refined still 
further in future games so that the pixels are 
almost invisible. 

Interplanetary craft... 

Space Runner has a detailed plot which 
affects gameplay directly. You play a scientist 
who has been working on an interplanetary 
teleportation device. Unfortunately, the 
president of Lynx Corporation, the sole 
operator of commercial space travel, sees the 
device as a threat and sends out his forces to 
kill you. To escape you must guide your ship to 
the exit teleport on each of the six worlds you

visit. Not only will you have to battle the Lynx 
fighters en route, but you’ll also come into 
contact with the anti-Lynx underground who 
will set you missions in return for upgrades for 
your ship and other favours. 

Missions are optional — you can choose to 
accept as many or few as you wish. But whilst 
some are unimportant, others are vital to your 
progress, and you can’t always tell which are 
which. For example, one mission involves

Finally, there’s CyberQuest, a Myst-style ren¬ 
dered graphic adventure. Set in the future, you 
play a character whose father, a VR specialist, 
disappeared when you were a child. Whilst 
exploring your house, you discover a VR head¬ 
set which used to belong to him, and your 
curiosity prompts you to try it on. You soon 
find yourself in an abandoned virtual world 
populated by artificially intelligent virtual 
beings. You also find, much to your horror, that 
you are trapped there. To escape, you need to 
learn how the world works, and manipulate it 
to your advantage. Naturally, you will also have 
to uncover clues which will help you unravel 
the mystery surrounding your father’s disap¬ 
pearance. 




Thought-provoking 

That’s the plot in basic terms. What it boils 
down to is an adventure with a thought-pro¬ 
voking storyline and its own, unique atmos¬ 
phere.

Myst’s screens were entirely static — change 
viewpoint and it would flick-scroll rather than 
panning smoothly across the scene.

with CyberQuest. Compro has used a system 
called QuickTime VR which allows smooth, 
360 degree scrolling. You can look up and 
down, left and right and there’s no jerkiness 
whatsoever. Like Compro’s other games, it’s a 
bit early to say just how well it will play, but 
again, signs are extremely encouraging. 

And the rest... 

As for the future, 
Compro’s immediate aim 
is to establish itself as a 
force to be reckoned with. 
I, for one, wish the com¬ 
pany luck. It’s not often 
that a successful software 
house emerges from a 
country that you really 
don’t expect to be leaders 
in the entertainment field, 
like Israel. Melbourne 
House, back in the early 
eighties, was just about 
the last (from Australia 
natch). And anyway, I’d like to visit Israel again, 
especially since I didn’t get much chance to try 
out the beach last time...

I n the back end of a nondescript 
Birmingham suburb squats a nonde¬ 
script redbrick box of a building, which 
on closer examination reveals itself to 
be the home of a small but perfectly- 
formed games team going by the name of 
NMS. Although the company has been 
around for half a decade now, it is a relative 
newcomer to the PC market, and your intrepid

pounds’ worth of silicon graphics hardware. 

The results have to be seen to be believed 
especially in hi-res mode (the game will sup¬ 
port up to 800x600 in 256 colours). Tilt! fea¬ 
tures three modes of play — standard old 2D 
(for die-hard Pinball Dreamers), 3D scrolling 
mode where you are treated to a close-up, ren¬ 
dered 3D view, and full-screen mode where 
you can see the whole of the table on screen 
at once. 

There will be six tables in the final game — 
each with dozens of linked features, and even 
rendered cut-scenes to go with them — and 
NMS hope to release more new tables every 
few months. Look out for a full review next 
issue, as well as a playable demo of one of the 
tables, Fun Fair.

C onverting a tabletop game to 
the PC is no easy business, 
particularly when the game in 
question has a complex set of 
rules and huge cult following 
who’d complain bitterly if it wasn’t sufficiently 
true to the original. This, however, is precisely 
what Mindscape is trying to do. The game is 
Games Workshop’s Warhammer Fantasy 
Battle, a ten year old wargame based not on 
Yankees and Confederates or other well- 
known historical enemies, but on fantasy char¬ 
acters such as elves, ores and dwarves. It’s 
traditionally played using lovingly painted 
miniature models, whose moves are deter¬ 
mined using dice and the aforementioned 
complex set of rules. Consequently a single 
battle can take hours or even days 
to complete. 

Mindscape’s challenge, therefore, was to 
produce a game which captured the spirit of 
Warhammer, but was more accessible to 
those who might not have so much time to 
spare. To ensure its authenticity, Games 
Workshop was consulted throughout its devel-

opment, and the characters and rules have 
been reproduced with near-perfect accuracy. 
However, since all the rules are programmed 
into the game, you don’t have to worry about 
looking them up every time you move a piece, 
which gets around the accessibility problem 
rather nicely. In short, Mindscape has 
achieved what it set out to do. 

Creature comforts 

The game is based around a beautifully 
detailed 3D isometric map. Controlling your 
troops is fairly simple the game is mouse-dri¬ 
ven — but getting the strategy right is another 
matter. Since armies are made up of different 
creatures, each with their own traits, you have 
to plan to make the most of their abilities. 
Dwarven troll slayers, for example, will act 
recklessly, whilst other creatures may be more 
cautious. Magic users particularly are vulnera¬ 
ble, though their destructive powers are more 
than useful. 

The most impressive thing about it, though, 
is that it runs under Windows 95. Anyone who 
is currently having doubts about the new oper¬ 


ating system’s suitability as a games platform 
should take a look at Warhammer — let’s just 
say that it runs smoother than some DOS 
games I could mention. 

Due out this autumn (although this rather 
depends on when Windows 95 finally ships), 
Warhammer should appeal to everyone from 
aficionados of the tabletop version to those 
looking for a decent strate¬ 
gy game. Its stunning 
looks and basic accessi¬ 
bility should make it a 
sure-fire hit. Especially if 
other Windows 95 games 
are slow to materialise.

M agic Carpet, eh? What a game 
that was. Not only was it lauded 
by the press and snapped up by 
games players everywhere, but 
it also made off with a skip-full of 
awards and did nothing to harm Bullfrog’s rep¬ 
utation as a purveyor of finest quality games. 
Carpet, with its thrilling, deep-pile action, stun¬ 
ning 3D graphics, imaginative monsters and 
awesome combat certainly livened up the PC 
games scene at the tail-end of last year. So 
what if there have been other 3D shoot ‘em- 
ups? No-one else thought to replace your 
standard spaceship with a flying rug and the 
usual lasers and missiles with an arsenal of 
devastating combat spells. None had seen its 
like before and such freshness is a rare and 
much sought-after commodity these days. 

But a sequel so soon? Poor old Magic 
Carpet has barely had time to cool in its coffin 
(let alone be resurrected as a budget title) and 
already Bullfrog is pushing out a successor. 
Point is, however fantastic Magic Carpet might

you simply had to kill all the monsters on each 
level and collect the magical energy (or mana) 
they left behind in order to progress to the 
next.

have been, can we stomach more rug-borne 
antics so soon?

In a word, yes. I was sceptical at first, for I 
thought that once you’d surfed one rug, you’d 
surfed them all. But Magic Carpet 2, it has to 
be said, is a bit of a corker. It almost goes with¬ 
out saying that the graphics are better. The 
visuals are so crisp they’re almost crunchy. 
New monsters have been added, old mon¬ 
sters have been given a facelift and the new 
range of spells are a good bit more impressive 
than anything your local council could man¬ 
age come November 5th.

The quest begins 

Lords of Midnight is structured like an interac¬ 
tive novel. It all begins with an Index Page 
which leads to other parts of the ‘book’: a map, 
a list of heroes and villains, an almanac and 
bestiary, a compendium of places, a list of 
fellowships and alliances against Boroth, and 
a chronicle of events. You can use up to six 
different books at once, effectively giving you 
half a dozen saved games. 


Once you’ve filtered the information from all 
the other sections, it’s time to play the 
arcade/strategy/role-playing side of the game. 
The entire world is fractally generated using 
texture-mapped polygons, which is an impres¬ 
sive technical feat. The downside is that the 
display is VGA-only, and it looks pretty 
ordinary compared to the SVGA games 
released in the past couple of years.

can send characters off to different locations, 
instruct them to guard or seize strongholds, 
tell them to find artefacts, order them to attack, 
recruit, join, shadow or rescue other charac¬ 
ters, or simply destroy something.

D espite what people tell you, size is 
important. Take Full Motion Video 
(FMV), for example. FMV is tiny. It 
uses only a fraction of the screen so 
you have to squint to catch details, 
the people you see are pint-sized, and you’re 
never quite sure what’s going on in the back¬ 
ground. Judging from the screen shots on the 
box, Buried In Time has managed to conquer 
this problem with a display that can cope with 
thousands of colours to produce photo-realis¬ 
tic backdrops and animations. Unfortunately, 
my monitor only handles the more typical 
800x600 256-colour SVGA display, and the 
results are what you see on this page. In either 
mode, the action area is still teensy. 

Publishers’ excuses for explaining away a 
small viewing window are inventive to say the 
least. In The Daedalus Encounter (see 


Alternatively, below right), you are a brain 
encased in a robotic shell that includes a quar¬ 
ter-screen video display. In Buried In Time 
you’re a time traveller in a 24th Century jump¬ 
suit, connected to the world by an external 
camera. Your name is Gage Blackwood and 
you’ve been wrongly accused of altering the 
past. Your job is to find out why. 

Multiple plots 

The jumpsuit — given to you by yourself in a 
complex opening sequence which deftly inter¬ 
weaves multiple plots — is equipped with the 
kind of gadgets that cyberpunk fans drool 
over. Apart from the viewing window, there are 
navigation buttons, a message display, an 
inventory and a collection of biochips. The 
biochips allow the jumpsuit to do anything 
from accessing data files and collecting evi¬ 


dence to leaping through time and rendering 
you invisible. 

To clear your name you need to collect evi¬ 
dence of temporal interference from four time 
zones. Every zone is very different from the 
others, and all have their own musical accom¬ 
paniment, visual style, puzzles and atmos¬ 
phere. They are all well designed and give a 
convincing sense of the future, the middle 
ages, the Renaissance and 11th Century 
Central America. 

Not everything is so well executed — explo¬ 
ration, for one, is a bit clumsy. You don’t get 
true 360-degree movement because the con¬ 
trols only allow you to turn in 90-degree steps, 
look up or down, and move forwards. This 
means that you’re pretty much limited to pre¬ 
defined pathways in each landscape, and you 
can’t retreat without first turning around.

Using the biochips is slightly awkward, too. 
If you want to visit a new time zone for exam¬ 
ple, you have to click on a word, then an icon, 
then access the menu, then read a mission 
briefing and finally make the leap. It’s a 
process which speeds up as you get used to 
it, but a single icon would have sufficed. 

Watch out 

Behind its superb (if small) graphics, 
Buried in Time is a good, solid graphic 
adventure. There’s an intriguing story 
which throws up plenty of surprises, 
the puzzles are tough without being 
irritating, and there are a wide vari¬ 
ety of objects to collect and usej 


elsewhere. The locations aren’t huge and the 
action can become a little linear, but the plot 
and the quality of the effects just about makes 
up for these shortcomings. 

Apart from the in-game interface the pre¬ 
sentation is good, too. There’s a walkthrough 
mode for novices and an adventure mode for 
everyone else, you get a pre-game 
demonstration of the controls and an 
intro sequence, and even though the 
game comes on three CDs you’re not 
constantly swapping discs. 

The whole package is polished. 
The acting is very good, there’s a 
great atmosphere, and there are 
some pretty nifty visual and aural

F or those who are ignorant of such 
things, the BattleTech universe (in 
which Mech Warrior 2 is set) has its 
origins in the murky world of role- 
playing games. Originally a board 
game, it evolved into a series of books and 
even a cartoon series. Mech Warrior 2 gives 
you the chance to pilot a battlemech, the enor¬ 
mous walking arsenal that is the favoured 
weapon of BattleTech warriors. 

The presentation is hard to fault. The game 
opens with what is possibly the most impres¬ 
sive intro sequence ever to appear on the PC 
— apparently produced by the people respon¬ 
sible for some of the special effects in 
Terminator 2 and True Lies. It really has to be 
seen to be believed. Once into the game you 
are presented with the choice of becoming a 
Wolf or Falcon clan member — the warring 
factions whose conflicts form the core of the 
game — and you are then treated to another 
impressive animated intro. It all adds to your 
impatience to get out there in the field.

fast stand. tlemech and undergo basic training. Again this 





is slickly handled, comprising a series of 
lessons in the basic handling of the battlemech 
— steering, navigation, combat and so forth — 
under the guidance of a veteran mech warrior. 
Controlling a ’mech isn’t the easiest task in the 
world. Much like a tank, it is possible to travel 
in one direction while facing another — 
a skill that must be mas¬ 
tered if you are to survive 
the real skirmishes later in 
the game. Once you’ve com¬ 
pleted basic training and earned the 
rank of mech warrior, you can head to 
the ready room and begin the real missions. 

Your assignments fall into one of three basic 
categories: destroy, defend, or inspect. All 
involve a certain amount of dogfighting with 
enemy ’mechs — which is, after all, the raison

d’etre of the game. Unfortunately, despite the 
mass of background information you are sup¬ 
plied with, there really is little sense of working 
towards a goal. If anything, however, it is the 
mission structure that lets the game down. I 
cannot help but compare it to LucasArts’ TIE 
Fighter (Issue 35, rated 8), where the missions 
always had a clear rela¬ 
tionship with an ongoing 
campaign, and you were 
not always a single 
squad on some disjointed mission 
- sometimes you were supporting 
an attack, or part of an enormous offensive. 

In Mech Warrior 2, however, the missions 
are always one-off attacks. You can have up to 
two starmates (wingmen) on certain missions, 
but there are never any other groups of your 
forces around. While there’s a variety of 
‘mechs available, the battles can become a bit 
repetitive. Run around, shoot, get shot, run 
around a bit more — perhaps I’m missing the 
strategic possibilities, but I doubt it. 

The intelligence of the other players is 
somewhat limited too. Why is it that when you 
assign your starmate to a formation, he isn’t 
smart enough to break formation long enough 
to walk around a mountain, instead of into it? 
The same applies to your enemies — they will 
attempt to get to you by the quickest route 
possible, even if that means vainly bashing 
their armour-plated heads into a cliff. Even the 
meanies in Doom are smarter than that. 
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▲ It’s great fun torching buildings! 
Especially tax offices!!! 


Poetry in motion 

The graphics are very attractive. The ’mechs are 
beautifully detailed, and animated using motion 
capture to give them an appropriately humanoid 
gait. The landscapes are genuinely varied; there 
are numerous different environments, from 
desert worlds to barren moons and ice worlds, 
which, combined with varying light and fog 
effects, mean that you really do get a very good 
sense of atmosphere. 

For all that I have criticised Mech Warrior 2, it is 
still a highly enjoyable and very playable game — 
I wouldn’t hesitate in recommending it if you are 
after a good combat sim. It’s just a shame that it 
is frequently let down by poor mission structure.

A s I write this review I’ve just come 
back from the latest West London 
Amateur FA general meeting. I’ve 
just agreed to manage the Sunday 
league team Diss United. The team, 

I hasten to add, that won only two games out 
of 21 last year, and left its previous manager 
Chris in tears (and financial ruin). I will, in 
future, have to put up with excuses like, ‘Er, 
sorry Rik I can’t play this week, I lost my RE. 
kit.’ Let’s just face it, it’s a thankless task being 
a manager. Sadly, most of the games about 
the subject are just as unrewarding (save for 
Championship Manager, Premier Manager 3 
and Ultimate Soccer Manager), but here 
comes Anco’s efforts to raise a smile and, in 
football terms, it’s got a nice, tight perm. 

Not money for old rope 

But Player Manager 2 is not any old sequel, oh 
no. Its engine has been completely rewritten 
from scratch and this time out you get to play, 
wait for it, a player manager of a second 
division team (I got Walsall, hmmm). Not only 
that, but you can also either go through the 
game in managerial role (seeing yourself play, 
but not actually taking part) or play the games 
in an arcade style. You also get to choose what 
you want to do at the start of each match, 
rather than at the beginning of the entire 
game, which means if you’re getting thrashed 
week in week out because your joypad skills 
are nil, you can always reset your option so 
that you let the computer take over.

The main interface is shown as a Super 
VGA rendered office complex, with different 
rooms for different tasks. Your office is where 
you’ll spend most time, choosing your squad 



and checking out the transfer market. But 
you’ll soon discover that a visit to every room 
is just about vital after every game if you 
actually want to do well. This doesn’t take 
very long, as they’re well-drawn and simple 
to get around (in fact during the Christmas 
games your office is decorated and plays a 
version of ‘Hark The Herald Angels Sing’ in 
the background). 

And funnily enough, it is in presentation that 
Player Manager 2 fights an inner battle. On 
one side there's the extremely pretty presenta¬ 
tion screens that make it enjoyable rather than 
a chore to stare at stats for hours on end, — 
even Alan Hansen pops up occasionally to 
give his pundit-like opinions of the matches 
coming up. 

On the other hand, the spelling in the news¬ 
paper reports is awful (for instance they often 
report the wrong player names), and some¬ 
times you don’t know where to click on the 
screen to escape because the ‘done’ option 
has sneaked off to the right somewhere. 

Now I realise of course, that some 
people would find this unprofession¬ 
al, and consider that it gets in the 
way of what is actually a very 
good departure into manage¬ 
ment crossed with arcade play. I 
don’t, and as this is my review, and 
therefore my opinion, I can ignore such mis¬ 
takes and jolly well enjoy myself despite them. 
I like Player Manager 2 and so should you, so 
there!

S ometimes, a game looks great, 
but has terrible gameplay. Then 
again, sometimes a game looks 
awful, but is great fun to play.

the option to customise your bike. The more 
weaponry you carry, the heavier and less 
manoeuvrable it becomes, but to be honest 
the difference it makes in the game is less than 
noticeable. 


Somebody help me 

It’s not until you’re actually out there in the “vir¬ 
tual arena” that you really appreciate just how 
crap the graphics are in this game — the 
screenshots on this page really can’t do 
justice to them. The fact that the game 
supports resolutions up to 1280x1024 is 
largely irrelevant — it still looks like it was writ¬ 
ten half a decade ago, with simplistic 3D 
polygon shapes, no texture mapping, and 
poor shading. 

Of course, one might forgive CyberBykes its 
drab exterior if a worthwhile game was to be 
found somewhere underneath. But if there is 
one here, it’s very well hidden. 

In single-player mode for instance, you sim¬ 
ply beetle about the sparse landscapes, trying 
to shoot at your enemies and avoid their 
missiles while collecting power-ups that will 
upgrade or fix your bike. It’s all monumentally 
yawn-inducing. 

The game is saved slightly by the inclusion 
of network and modem options, but really, 
there are much better multiplayer games out 
there more deserving of your time — Doom, 
Heretic and Descent to name but three. 
Unfortunately, it just can’t be avoided. 
CyberBykes is a bad idea, poorly executed, 
and there’s really no excuse for it. I can 
heartily recommend it to those looking 
for something to calm their nerves 
between extended sessions of 
watching the grass grow, or to rich 
masochists. Otherwise, avoid this one 
like you would Jeremy Beadle.

T he Apache Longbow offers a corking 
rollercoaster ride of a flight, at least 
when simulated by Digital Integration 
it does. This was something of a sur¬ 
prise for me (albeit a very pleasant 
one) because, to be quite honest, I didn’t 
expect much from Apache. I played Digital 
Integration’s last flight sim, Tornado, and for all 
the detailed polygons and the hyper-realism, 
the damned thing required a three year degree 
course in aerodynamics to fly. Not my cup of 
stewed leaves at all. Apache, though, shows 
that the design team has been busy learning 
from its mistakes, and I can eat my hat. 

Digital Integration has definitely hit the right 
formula this time. The realism the company is 
famous for is still there, the graphics are even 
nicer, and the whole shooting match has been 
made infinitely more accessible to us mere 
mortals who don’t actually fly the real thing at 



the weekend. 

Let’s start with the obvious cosmetic bits 
and bobs. The graphics are in glorious 
SVGA, but for those without a computer 
powerful enough to safely simulate a French 
nuclear test there’s a VGA option which takes 
the clunk out of the proceedings. Either way 
you get shaded, non-texture mapped poly¬ 
gons which look very clean and bright, dis¬ 
plays that are easy to read and enemies who 
really seem to be coming towards you rather 
than materialising out of thin air at five miles. 

Likewise, the sound is jaw-droppingly good.

gets you used to the feel of the helicopter, but 
you can bypass the beginner stuff and jump 
into a cockpit mid-mission with something 
called quickstart mode. 

Anyone for mayhem? 

Then there are the multiplayer options. Two 
players can play head-to-head in a sort of 
mechanical equivalent of deathmatch mode, 
or together as wingmen against the computer 
enemy, or even as pilot and gunner in the 
same helicopter. There’s no better way to fall 
out with your mates — 

“I said turn left so I can shoot that tank.” 

“Yeah? Well, if you’d hit that SAM battery 
over there then I wouldn’t have to dodge 
missiles now, would I?” 

All the usual methods are supported: null- 
modem, modem and network. With a network 
you also get the bonus of having up to 16 
player head-to-head games — which makes a 
game like four player Doom look like a Sunday 
stroll in the park. 

For all its options and nifty presentation — 
and it does look smarter than a member of 
MENSA with a degree from Cambridge 
University — Apache isn’t perfect by any 
means.

could have been more trees in Korea, or a lit¬ 
tle jungle perhaps for us Apocalypse Now 
fans, but overall the terrain is relatively feature¬ 
less. On top of that, the three campaigns and 
handful of missions are enough for a while but 
need a bit more variety to keep the pace going 
after a few weeks, especially if you don’t have 
access to a second player. 

But these are minor gripes. Overall, Apache 
is a thoroughbred in the race for best flight sim 
of the year, not the three-legged donkey I was 
expecting.

If you look for the next instance of 
the number 2E (address0096), the two previous 
numbers (07 28) are the availability date for the 
BF109f. Look for the next instance of the number 
2E, and the previous two addresses represent the 


date for the BF109g, and so on for every type of 
plane and tank. By changing these two addresses 
to 01 and 27 respectively, you will find that all the 
equipment will be available from the beginning of 
1939. Similarly, if you look at the (seventh) hex 
address before the occurrence of the number 2E, 
this represents the price of that piece of equip¬ 
ment (in Prestige Points). For the BF109e, the 
address is 005D and the original value is 1C — if 
you change this to 06 it will cost you just 76 
Prestige Points. For the BF109f, the address is 
008F and the original value is 1E. This applies to 
all the other items of equipment in the file.

First and foremost, more important than 
anything else, it is imperative to learn 
the course on which you are racing. As 
in real-world racing, you can be much 
more fluid in your turns, and use your 
boost much more efficiently, if you know 
where the corners and short cuts are. 

Also, there are secret areas, such as 
rooms that open up by triggering 
something, or by being hit with a couple 
of missiles — plus goodies galore to 
collect, so keep your eyes peeled. 

Bear in mind that hover vehicles do 
not behave like ground vehicles — 
when you turn a corner, you will 
continue to slide sideways for a while. 
Use this to your advantage by turning 
into corners early. Also, the turn has 
momentum too, so you might have to 
counter-steer a little to compensate.

The missile launcher is far more pow¬ 
erful than the minigun, but ammo is lim¬ 
ited. Wait for the crosshairs to turn red, 
indicating a lock-on, and try to fire when 
you and your target are both on a 
straight, increasing the likelihood of a 
decent strike.

Acer AcerView 55L (1 5”) 


T he AcerView 55L is a fairly basic 
monitor, but has a good all-round 
specification, a reasonable price, 
and impressive image quality. 

A full range of resolutions are supported, 
up to and including 1024x768 @ 70Hz so 
you’ll be able to play games in 640x480 
and also work in higher resolutions in Word 
and Excel when needed. At all resolutions 
the picture is very solid, not suffering from 
jitters that some other monitors suffer from. 

The display is controlled by seven 
knobs: brightness, contrast, vertical and 
horizontal sizes and positions and pin¬ 
cushion distortion. Our panel of users liked 
this system due to its simplicity, and rated 
it as having the best overall physical 
design. The Acer 55L is a good all-round 
monitor.

Goldstar I520DM (1 5”) 


T he Goldstar 1520DM has an attrac¬ 
tive light grey shaded casing. The 
control buttons are discreetly 
hidden under a pop-open front panel, mak¬ 
ing it nice to look at without losing any 
functionality. Besides the brightness and 
contrast knobs, functions are selected 
using the Select button. A row of LEDs 
points out the action currently selected, 
and the up and down buttons adjust it. 

Pressing both buttons together recalls 
the factory preset for the current video 
mode, in case you manage to ruin the set¬ 
up. One of our testers called this system 
“over flashy”, another said “once I figured 
out how to open the door, it was easy!”. 
But with a limited swivel and pretty poor 
display we were left with a generally poor 
impression of the GoldStar model.

Sony Multiscan 15sf (15”) 


W ith a name like Sony you expect 
things to be good, and we 
weren’t disappointed. Changing 
the display is achieved through the use of 
four function buttons and a set of move¬ 
ment controls laid out as a cursor pad to 
control brightness and contrast. If the 
Centre button is pressed, a small LED 
above the button shows that the cursor 
buttons control the centring of the image 
on the screen. The Geometry and Size 
modes work slightly differently, but are 
easy to figure out. Trinitron tubes are a love 
or hate thing. 

Some people love the vivid colours, 
strong blacks and extra sharpness of the 
image, whereas others prefer the more 
subdued appearances of standard tubes. 
The only real problem with this monitor 
was a slight glare problem.

Green Monitors 


Believe it or not your monitor is 
responsible for the hole in the 
Ozone layer that threatens all life 
on Earth. It’s true! Well not quite, 
but all the time your monitor is on 
it’s using up electricity and power, 
and in doing so eating up the 
Earths resources. Given that there 
are some 200 million PCs around 
the world all doing this, that's a lot 
of power and resources. 

To play their part in the Green 
cause, and reduce electricity bills, 
monitor manufacturers are now 
building power saving features into 
monitors. The current standard dic¬ 
tating power-saving specifications 
(EPS Energy Star) states that the 
monitor must power down to 30 
watts when not used. A further 
standard, called NuTek, states that 
after 70 minutes in this standby the 
monitor should power down further 
to a deepsleep mode using up just 
five watts. 


Testing, testing 


In our monitor tests we checked 
several criteria. With a number of 
different images on the screen, 
from hi-res graphics, spreadsheets, 
word processing and diagrams, we 
looked for the following points in 
the images: picture sharpness, 
consistency of lines, quality of 
colour fills, white purity, and any 
glare on the tube. Along with the 
picture quality, we asked them to 
play with the monitor’s controls, 
and the tilt and swivel stand. 

These results were then com¬ 
bined to leave us with an overall 
performance number for each 
monitor. The table below lists the 
scores that each monitor received, 
the higher the number the better.

Acer AcerView 76i 

The AcerView 76i is controlled from an 
On-Screen Menu system, consisting of 
5 “pages” of options. The brightness 
and contrast features have their own 
buttons. Our user panel didn’t find this 
system too intuitive, and thought that the 
system reacted to key-presses slowly. 
Image quality and screen size were both 
good, with a usable screen size of 16.3”, 
which is larger than most other 17” mon¬ 
itors. Good support of resolutions and 
refresh rates is provided, with up to 
1280x1024 @76Hz supported. This kind 
of refresh rate, although not the best on 
the market is great for general use.

Goldstar 1727DM 
(17”) 

The Goldstar 1727DM combines a small 
on-screen menu system with a number 
of dedicated buttons, for adjusting the 
display. A degauss button is provided, 
along with knobs for brightness and 
contrast. Although having an attractive 
design, the Goldstar is unfortunately not 
one of the best 17” monitors we've 
seen. Discolouring on areas of the 
screen was evident. Only fairly low 
refresh rates were supported at the 
higher resolutions, especially 
1280x1024 supported with a very low 
60Hz. The end result was disappointing.

A ll around you at this very 
moment the latest news 
reports, sport results and finan¬ 
cial headlines are whizzing by 
at a frequency of about 600 
MHz. It’s not the Internet but Teletext! All 
four UK terrestrial stations, as well as 
many satellite and cable stations, make 
good use of the format to provide up-to- 
date news and features. Being in digital 
format it’s also ripe for manipulation by 
computers and with the right hardware 
and software, such as the Optimum 
Technologies OPT-III system, you can 
read and use this information on a PC. 

Available in two versions, an external 
box or a half length card, Opt-lll comes 
with everything needed, except an aerial. 
Once installed the system can be used 
exactly like a normal teletext TV, with 
pages dialled in at the keyboard appear¬ 
ing on screen. All the normal functions 
(fast text, reveal, hold and so on) are pre¬ 
sent, as well as a useful caching feature 
which allows previously captured pages 
to be stored in memory for instant 
retrieval. However, when the processing 
power of a PC is employed it all starts to 
become very clever. A small program will 
read the broadcast time and set your PC’s 
clock, and an option called “Sequence” 
will collect your choice of pages from dif¬ 
ferent channels and collate them into indi¬ 
vidual files for display and printing. 
Sequence can even be programmed to 
collect together all the times of the day’s 
TV programs and print them out for you to 
read in the morning. 

There is also a Word Search option 
included in the optional Windows soft¬ 
ware. Give it a few keywords and all 
occurrences will be found. One MP 
apparently has a system set up continual¬ 
ly, checking for references to his local 
constituency and printing the pages for 
easy examination. Multiple Teletext dis¬ 
plays can be opened at once (the DOS 
version allows two), and “live” teletext 
data can be linked into other applications. 
Programmers will appreciate the source 
code examples, and it won’t be long until 
they think of new uses. The only snag 
with it is that good reception is essential. 
In most cases an outdoor ariel will be 
needed. This gripe aside, you’ll find the 
teletext adaptor terrific fun, very useful 
and a constant source of programming 
ideas.

X res is Fauve Software's latest 
entry into the fiercely competi¬ 
tive graphics market and is 
unashamedly aimed at users 
who edit big image files. It 
comes from a stable of thoroughbred 
graphics packages: Fauve Mattisse and 
Mattisse Light are hugely popular, offer¬ 
ing gorgeous natural media tools, pow¬ 
erful image processing effects and 
classy user interfaces. But if you want to 
edit really big pictures working at a 
professional level you'll want something 
with a bit more beef. 

Xres’ whole approach is centered 
around this goal. Image processing 
operations for instance are only applied 
to the bit of a picture you can see, the 
other parts are only affected when you 
scroll over them. This means that you 


can carry out normally slow operations 
like masking, filtering and enhancement 
on unbelievably big images in pretty 
much real time, although as soon as 
you scroll right or left, or change the 
zoom level, you have to wait again. 
However, if you've ever used Corel 
Photopaint or Adobe Photoshop, you'll 
know just what a crashing bore it is wait¬ 
ing for an effect to be applied to a whole 
image — even if it is only a few 
megabytes in size. 

But it's not just for big pic editing. 
Another trick in its arsenal is the support 
for object layering, just like a vector 
graphics program, so you can move 
parts of an image around and position it 
wherever you want to. It also supports 
up to 32 alpha channels meaning you 
can achieve some staggering effects. 


Chinese Inks 

At a more mundane level Xres does all 
the things you'd expect from a more 
basic program. There are bucket loads 
of special effects filters from motion blur 
to mosaic and from Gaussian blur to 
glowing edge. Then there's the amazing 
variety of natural media paint tools such 
as Chinese inks, water colours, char¬ 
coal, oils, crayons and various weird 
brush types such as Fauve, Cubist and 
Pointillist. You can also add shapes, bor¬ 
ders, complex gradient fills and text 
using existing images.

P Cs are very similar to cars. They 
can run very smoothly, but when 
they go wrong it can often take 
an expert to figure out where the prob¬ 
lem lies and how to correct it.

the opportunity to 
replace the missing or 
corrupted data.

got a database of approximately 1000 
Windows and Windows applications 
problems which it can spot, diagnose 
and hopefully assist in the correction of. 

The biggest problem with First Aid is 
that a lot of the time it only tells you what 
files are missing, and can’t do the work 
itself. If it finds a missing file in your 
Word setup for example, it prompts you 
to insert the original disks — rather the 
correcting the fault itself. Still this is a 
major improvement over the normal 
Windows system which just leaves you 
guessing when a fault occurs.

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I f your monitor screen, like mine, is 
covered in small bits of yellow 
paper then you’ll just love Stick- 
Ups, the PC equivalent of 3M’s 
Post-it notes. It’s a wonderfully sim¬ 
ple piece of software and so effective, 
much like the paper version. 

On installing Stick-Ups an icon 
appears on your desktop, clicking on 
this creates a miniature on-screen Post- 
it note style window. Additional notes 
can be created as needed, and each 
note can be moved around, resized, 
deleted or tucked away. 

Once a note is displayed text can be 


typed into it, edited and cut or copied to 
and from the paste buffer. Along the bot¬ 
tom of each note is a line of icons for fur¬ 
ther actions such as setting an alarm, 
inserting the current date and time, 
printing etc. Precisely which icons you 
have displayed can easily be changed 
via a customise option. 

From the customise dialog you can 
also change the background colour of 
notes and the font and colour used for 
the text. Other options available include 
the facility to add scroll bars to notes, to 
have them ‘on-top’ so they are always 
visible (a cute little pin icon is added the 


notes), and to set the default size of 
notes when first opened. There are sev¬ 
eral other useful features, but I won’t 
spoil the surprise for you. 

In use Notes proved well thought-out, 
simple, and effective. Other similar pro¬ 
grams I’ve used provide similar capabil¬ 
ities, but suffer from being overly com¬ 
plex making entering notes a chore. 
Stick-Ups suffers none of these prob¬ 
lems and allowed reminder notes to be 
pasted around the screen at will to be 
deleted when needed. But best of all, 
Stick-Ups notes don’t dry up and fall off 
my monitor to litter my real desktop.

VERDICT 




CIRCA 7000 

Most shareware strategy games tend to 
be about as interesting as the bottom of 
my pond but Circa 7000 lifts itself out of 
the gloom. It’s a rather neat, futuristic, 
miniatures-based battle game with the 
emphasis on strategy.

This month we show you how to use a 
variety of Design Works tools and create 
an informative map of the British Isles. 


S Sho. 
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The Close Up map was drawn as 
a collection of polygons and 
other drawing tools — from the 
Drawing and Shapes icons. 
Finally a circle was drawn 
around them to enclose the map. 
Together they're grouped (using 
the Object Group command) and 
so treated as one object. This 
was then dropped over the trian¬ 
gle drawn elsewhere — placing 
the circle over the triangle gives 
the appearance of the triangle 
emerging from the map. 


The map of the UK 
was drawn using the 
Polygon tool. It’s then 
filled with a Random 
Fill from the Fill Styles 
menu. The different 
colour borders were 
created by copying 
the drawing, enlarging 
it and changing the 
line width and colour. 
This was done several 
times to give several 
layers of border. The 
cities are simple text 
objects. 


Wrapping text around a shape is simple, first draw 
a shape — here a circle and then enter some text. 
Don’t worry what you type in, it can be changed at 
later date. Copy the circle using the options under 
the edit menu. You should now select both the 
original and copied circle by clicking on the 
Pointer Tool, holding down the shift key and final¬ 
ly clicking on both objects. Now from the Object 
menu select the Join. The text will wrap around 
the shape, but the shape disappears. Now paste 
back the circle just below the text wrap and fill it 
with the detailed map — seen right. 
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The graduated fill funnel here is 
drawn using the Polygon tool 
(from the Drawing Tools icon) to 
create a triangular shape. The 
diagonal fill is a cylindrical fill 
but with the angle set to 133 
degrees so the gap between the 
colours lies down the middle of 


the triangle. The angle will 
change according to where the 
triangle point lies. This tech¬ 
nique is used twice on this page, 
with the angle changing accord¬ 
ingly. As with all objects on the 
page it’s created in a blank area 
of the page before positioning.

WINDOWS 95 


O have followed your advice 
— Tip of the Month in the 
August issue — and put 
a call to ScanDisk in my 
iUtoexec.bat file and I 
have to admit that it has helped. When I 
changed to Windows 95 I added the 
new ScanDisk utility to the startup 
group. This is a Windows version of the 
original DOS utility and it is supposed to 
be better because you can run it while 
other programs are working. This is fine 
in theory, but what happens is that if you 
run almost anything else the ScanDisk 
utility pauses, says something about a 
program writing to disk and then starts 
the whole scan over again. What this 
means is that it never seems to finish 
checking the disk. Is there anything I 
can do about it?

0 \lo there isn’t anything that 
you can do about the 
Windows version of 
ScanDisk as it cannot 
ope with any other pro¬ 
gram writing to the disk. The only thing 
you can do is wait while it finishes 
checking the disk before you start run¬ 
ning anything else — which negates its 
only real advantage. As the Windows 
version of ScanDisk is slow and 
Windows 95 comes with an improved 
DOS version my best advice is to use 
the DOS version. All you have to do is 
include the line 


C:\WINDOWS\COMMAND\SCANDISK 
/CUSTOM 


in the Autoexec.bat file. It is worth 
remembering that the Autoexec.bat file 
isn’t necessary but if it’s there Windows 
95 will process it. Also notice that the 
SCANDISK utility is stored in 
\Windows\Command and not 1 DOS.

386SX-33 and would like to go to a 
486DX4-100.1 have used the PC Review 
checklist as a guide to the design fea¬ 
tures that I need in the new mother¬ 
board and I am ready to buy. However, 
in surveying the market I have noted 
that 486DX4 chips are advertised as 
three-volt devices, whereas my 386SX 
motherboard is a five-volt device. Does 
this difference raise problems with my 
planned upgrade, or will a straight swap 
of motherboards be sufficient to achieve 
my six steps to DX4 heaven?

O ' you are considering a 
processor upgrade using 
a 486DX4 it is very impor¬ 
tant that you read this 
nswer! The standard DX4 
is a three-volt device and it cannot be 
used in place of a standard five-volt 
processor — doing so will fry it — dare I 
say a case of fried chips? 

What makes this dangerous is that you 
can plug in a 486DX2 in place of a DX or 
even an SX, but this upgrade path does¬ 
n’t extend to the DX4 unless the mother¬ 
board can be reconfigured to work at 
three-volts. Don’t make the mistake of 
thinking that a DX4 is just a faster DX2! 

Now what makes this even more con¬ 
fusing is that Intel make an OverDrive 
version of the DX4 which contains a volt¬ 
age regulator to drop the five-volt supply 
down to three-volts. This means that you 
can plug the DX4 OverDrive processor 
into a motherboard that doesn’t support 
three-volt processors and upgrade 
almost anything. Sounds good doesn’t 
it? The downside is that the DX4 
OverDrive is very expensive and some 
suppliers advertise the standard cheap¬ 
er DX4 processor alongside the 
OverDrive version without mentioning 


the voltage differences — so the temp¬ 
tation to save cash is clear. 

Now back to your specific question. If 
you want to replace your machine’s 
existing motherboard with one that can 
run a standard DX4 then it must support 
three-volt processors. The simplest solu¬ 
tion is to buy the motherboard with the 
processor installed and tested — that 
way you know it will support three-volt 
processors without having to ask 
detailed technical questions. 


APPLICATIONS 


O am very confused. I have 
been using OLE to link a 
bitmap logo into some 
documents created in 
/licrosoft Word. I use 
PhotoFinish to load the bitmap, select it 
and copy it to the clipboard. I then use 
the Edit, Paste Special command in 
Word to paste a link into the document. 
However despite the graphic being only 
30Kb in size the resulting Word docu¬ 
ment is over 160Kb in size without any 
additional text — just the graphic! What 
is going on? I thought that linking to a 
graphic used virtually no space?

O Vell yes, you are right in 
principle. When you link 
using OLE — Object 
Linking and Embedding 
- to a graphic it should 
save storage space in that only the 
details of the link are saved in the docu¬ 
ment and not the entire graphic. 
Unfortunately when you link to a bitmap 
not only is the link stored in the docu¬ 
ment, but also an image of the bitmap 
that is used for display if the file cannot 
be found. This plus the link information is 
actually bigger than the original bitmap 



▲ If you check the Link box then 
the size of the document gets big¬ 
ger — why is this? 
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by quite a bit! The solution to your prob¬ 
lem is to give up using general OLE and 
use Word’s Insert Picture command. If 
you simply insert the bitmap then a copy 
of the image will be saved in the docu¬ 
ment and this will use more or less the 
30KBytes that you would expect. If you 
opt to use the Link facility part of Words 
Insert Picture command, then not only is 
the image stored but so too are details of 
where the file is stored — and this will 
use a bit more then the 30KBytes. In 
both cases however the space used is 
less than for a completely general OLE 
link which also has to record details of 
the application that created the image. 


MS DOS 


O run a 486 SX using DOS

O il I I can say is sorry — 
because I seem to have 
misled you by not being 
sufficiently clear. You 
an’t use MSD to change 
the BIOS setup — only to find out some 
of the details of how it is currently set. 
The idea was that you could use this rel¬ 
atively safe way of taking a record of 
some of the most important BIOS set¬ 
tings so that if the worst should happen 
you could tackle the problem of re-con¬ 
figuring your machine. You can only 
change the BIOS using the setup facility 
it provides — usually accessed by 
pressing a combination of keys e.g. Ctrl- 
Alt-Esc, or just ESC, DEL etc., when the 
machine is first switched on. Once in the 
setup routine you can read off all of the 
current settings and alter them. 

The reason why I suggested using 
MSD is that many users find it difficult to 
locate the setup and when they do they 
run the risk of accidentally making 
changes so causing the very disaster 
that they are trying to avoid! So for the 
record MSD will only tell you about your 
current machine’s setup and configura¬ 
tion and it will not change a single thing. 


WINDOWS 3 


O wonder if you can help me 
with a fault which has 
suddenly appeared in my 
Windows 3.1 setup. The 
/indows re-sizing function, 


has suddenly gone wrong for no appar¬ 
ent reason, after working perfectly since 
I got the PC nearly a year ago. The 
pointer still changes to a double-arrow 
when a corner or border is pointed at, 
but dragging no longer works. 
Sometimes, when dragging is attempt¬ 
ed, the first click results in a sort of 
shadow line appearing above (if a hori¬ 
zontal one is pointed at) or to the left of 
(if it is vertical) the existing line; when 
the mouse button is released, the win¬ 
dow line jumps to the shadow line. It is 
as if there are now only a limited num¬ 
ber of, as it were, pre-set positions 
where the borders can be. The problem 
is getting to be a real nuisance as some 
windows are now really tiny but will not 
re-size. This fault seems to be 
omnipresent, except when re-sizing a 
window within a window e.g., the inner 
window within the File Manager can still 
be changed properly. 

I tried setting up Windows afresh from 
the installation disks, from scratch 
again, but it doesn’t make any differ¬ 
ence. Maximise and minimise still func¬ 
tion properly.

Q ^he only thing that surprises 
me about this question is 
that I’ve never been 
asked it before! What you 
lave discovered, by acci¬ 
dent, is a feature of Windows 
that is supposed to be helpful. As very 
few people even know it is there, let 
alone use it, I think that it is more of a 
trap waiting to get you! 

There is a positioning grid on the 
desktop that you can switch on and set 
the size or granularity of the positions. If 
you opt to use the grid then windows 
snap both in size and position in jumps. 
The idea is that the grid helps you keep 
a tidy desktop but if it gets turned on by 
accident and the steps are set to a large 
value I can see how you might think that 
it was trying to interfere with your 
attempts to position and re-size win¬ 
dows. Notice that the grid only affects 
the desktop and not windows inside 
other windows. 

Now to the solution to your problem. 
Open the Control Panel (it’s usually in 
the Main group) and select the Desktop 
utility (see below).

TIP OF THE MONTH 


Recalcitrant mice? Mike 
James shows them who’s 
master (we’re impressed)... 


A non functioning mouse? 

It’s about as welcome 
as a barbecue set in the 
South Atlantic. If you fol¬ 
low this tip, however, 
you’ll get the damn thing under some 
semblance of control. 

I know a lot of users who complain 
bitterly that their mouse is just uncon¬ 
trollable. The complaints range from 
being too sluggish and having to drag 
across a huge area to cover the screen 
to being too sensitive. There is also 
the problem of double clicking. Users 
often make the mistake of thinking that 
this is something to do with their hard¬ 
ware. A new mouse is often the solu¬ 
tion and sometimes this works — but 
the real problem, and the real solution, 
lies in the software. 

The key to understanding what’s 
going on is that the mouse not only 
measures movement, but rate of 
movement too. In the early days, most 
mouse software didn’t make use of the 
speed of movement of the mouse — 
but today most do. In DOS the mouse 
is controlled via a mouse driver — usu¬ 
ally called MOUSE.COM or 
MOUSE.SYS. You can usually alter the 
sensitivity of the mouse and its “ballis¬ 
tic” characteristics using the install or 
setup program that came with the 
mouse. Failing this you should be able 
to find a help file that tells you how to 
alter its characteristics directly. 

None of this is particularly difficult 
but many users don’t know what the 
“ballistic” part of the specification is all 


about. The answer is that it adjusts the 
sensitivity of the mouse according to 
how fast you move it. A low ballistic 
setting means that the sensitivity 
doesn’t change with speed. A high 
ballistic setting means that when you 
move the mouse slowly the sensitivity 
is acute and when you move the 
mouse quickly the pointer moves over 
larger distances. If you are having diffi¬ 
culty using your mouse in DOS go 
back to its installation software and try 
out different settings of sensitivity and 
ballistic. 

When it comes to Windows the situ¬ 
ation is much simpler, as there is a sin¬ 
gle utility in the Control Panel. 

When you open this you will find a 
set of controls 
that let you set 
the sensitivity of 
movement and, 
most importantly 
the rate of a 
repeated click¬ 
ing that consti¬ 
tutes a double 
click. If you find 
yourself franti¬ 
cally jabbing at 
the left mouse 
button then the solution might be to 
slow down the double-click rate. You 
can also swap left and right mouse 
buttons — helpful if you are left hand¬ 
ed — and add mouse trails — helpful 
if you are working on a portable. Try it 
out — you can tame your mouse and 
concentrate on better things.

The value set in Granularity controls 
the size of the “jumps” that a window 
changes by when you re-size it. If you set 
this to zero then the sizing grid is dis¬ 
abled and you change size and position 
without any jumps. 

Setting Granularity to zero solves the 
problem in hand, but it is worth mention¬ 
ing that some readers might actually find 
it useful to set it to some other value — 
try it and see. Also, while in this area of 
the Control Panel, you might like to 
change the Border Width. This sets the 
size of the border or frame around all 
windows that you drag to re-size. Making 
it bigger makes resizing easier. 


HARDWARE 


O n lease help. I’ve been try¬ 
ing to sort out the follow¬ 
ing questions about hard 
drives for ages. Is there 
any way of finding out 
whether or not a hard drive is 
SCSI or IDE? I do not have the manual 
that came with the computer, and do not 
know how much the drive on its own 
cost. 

I bought the computer in June ’94 and 
the drive itself is a 210Mb internal drive, 
connected to an interface card by a rib¬ 
bon cable. 

My 3.5” floppy drive on my PC is 
connected to the same card by a 
different ribbon cable. 

I have looked at the label on the drive, 
and tried MSD, but I still cannot get the 
information I want, namely if it is SCSI or 
IDE. I did notice, however that “fixed 
drive” does use up an interrupt number 
(IRQ 14). 

If indeed the drive is SCSI, does it 
mean that I cannot use an IDE CD-ROM 
drive, or is it a simple matter of buying a 
separate controller card? How much 
could I expect to pay for one? Please 
help out — I can’t afford to splash out on 
a CD-ROM only to find out that, once I 
own it, I cannot use it.

O 'ou almost certainly have 
an IDE drive fitted — but 
to be 100% sure you 
need to find out the make 
f the drive and look up, or 
ask a dealer to look up, its model num¬ 
ber. The reasons why I don’t think that it 
is a SCSI drive is that SCSI drives are 
generally not installed in the BIOS setup, 
i.e. the drive code is set to “0 — not 
installed". Also most SCSI interfaces 
don’t include a floppy disk connector 
(but some do so this test isn’t 100% reli¬ 
able). SCSI disks also use a large 40- 
way connecting ribbon cable — an IDE 
drive uses a single 34-way ribbon 
cable, which is the same thickness as 
the floppy cable. 

However I’m not convinced that you 
really need to worry about the type of 
disk drive you have. The reason is that 
many IDE-based CD-ROM drives will 
only work with an EIDE (Enhanced IDE) 
interface and so they either come with 
their own plug-in interface card or they 
are an optional extra costing around 
£15. Even if you had a SCSI drive you 
could plug in an EIDE interface and use 
the CD-ROM. Indeed only if you were 
lucky enough to be able to use the CD- 
ROM drive with your existing IDE inter¬ 
face would you get away without having 
to fit a separate interface card. 

As this is the case you might like to 
consider the really great bargains that 
are around on non-IDE CD-ROM drives. 
Any of the Panasonic, Sony or Mitsumi 
interfaces work well and in many cases 
you can connect them directly to a 
sound card — and because everyone 
seems to want IDE drives they are very 
cheap at the moment!

I t’s the most important aspect of using your PC — but many users never 
get to grips with it. What is it? The answer might shock you because it’s 
the seemingly easy subject of file management. Perhaps because it is so 
easy at first, the temptation is to “get on with it” and the result is that you 
never really get a deeper understanding of what it is you are “getting on 
with”. The result is often that files are “lost”. 

Have you ever been sure that you saved a file yesterday, but today there is no 
trace of it? The chances are that the file is on your disk — somewhere — the only 
question is where? Even if you don’t lose files on a regular basis your disk is like¬ 
ly to be a mess with files scattered everywhere. It’s the equivalent of owning a fil¬ 
ing cabinet and then throwing everything on the floor! 

So let’s take a deeper look at files, directories and how you can use them and 
keep track of where your files are.

Using File Manager 

The toofthat you need to master in Windows 3 to control files is the 
File Manager. Unless you have altered its default configuration, the 
program opens to show you a split window view of your disk. 

The window on the left shows you the directory tree of the current disk 
and the window on the right shows you what is stored in the current 
directory. The key idea is the directory. A directory is something that 
you use to store files — you can think of it as a folder that documents 
of all types can be gathered into. 



Storing Files 

Storing files in a directory isn’t a difficult idea — where it might get a 
little more confusing is when you add in the fact that you can store a 
directory within a directory. This allows you to create groups of 
groups. Think of this as putting folders within a folder or even within 
the draw of a filing cabinet — this is the reason the File Manager’s 
icon is a filing cabinet. Why might this be confusing? The reason is 
that you can view the way directories are stored within each other as 
a tree or hierarchy. If you double click on a directory or press the 
key in the left hand window then it is “expanded” to show a diagram 
of the directories stored in it. 
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Selecting Directories 

The right-hanawindow never shows you a tree of directories — it only 
displays what is stored in the directory you have selected. Double click 
on directories shown in the right-hand window to “open” them and look 
at their contents. You can select a directory using either the left or right- 
hand window - its name will be displayed in the title bar at the top, and 
all the files and directories stored within will be displayed in the right 
hand window. If you want, you can get rid of the split window setup — 
but don’t dispense with this arrangement until you have found out how 
useful it can be.

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Creating Directories 

Now that you know about directories and how you can look at them the 
next thing you want to do is create one — or rather lots of them. The rule 
is that you can’t have enough directories. Create a new directory every 
time you start anything new and keep all the files relating to it together. 
To create a directory simply select the directory that you want the new 
directory to be stored in and use the command File, create directory and 
type in the new name. You can select the directory in which you want to 
create the new directory via the left or right window. 


ALTERNATIVELY 


There are lots of alternatives to the File Manager and users do tend to find 
it not the best solution to managing files — despite its name. See next 
month for MS-DOS and Window alternatives that make file management 
even easier.

Finding the Target Directory 

OK select and press Del to delete, drag to move and drag while hold¬ 
ing down Ctrl to copy — easy, but it can still be difficult to see how to 
achieve your objective. For example, how can you copy or move a file 
from a directory to one that is miles away, perhaps deep down inside 
lots of other directories? The problem is that if you can’t see the desti¬ 
nation directory how can you drag to it? The answer is that you can’t 
and you have to set up the File Manager window so that you can see 
both. To do this first use the left-hand window to expand the directory 
tree until you can see the directory you plan to drag to. Next use the 
left-hand window’s scroll bar to move the view until you can see the 
directory that contains the file you want to copy and select that direc¬ 
tory. Now the right-hand window shows its contents and you should 
be able to see the file you want to drag. Finally use the left-hand win¬ 
dow’s scroll bar to bring the target directory into view — whatever you 
do don’t click on it! As long as you don’t click on it, the original direc¬ 
tory remains the currently selected directory and the right-hand win¬ 
dow displays its contents. Now drag the file from the right-hand win¬ 
dow to the target directory — and the job is done.

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Moving Files 

The most common file opera¬ 
tions are moving a file 
between directories, copying 
files and deleting files. The 
easiest way to delete a file is 
to select it and then press 
the Del key. Remember once 
deleted it is very difficult and 
sometimes impossible to get 
it back. To move a file all you 
have to do is click on the file, and drag it to its new location. To drag a 
file, click on it, hold down the button and then move the mouse. You can 
select the file in the right window and drag it to a directory that is visible 
in either the right or left window. Dragging moves a file to a new loca¬ 
tion. To copy a file you drag between the directories while holding down 
the Ctrl key — remember this by Ctrl=Copy. To help you see that a copy 
is being made a small plus sign appears below the file icon as you drag.

Using Multiple Windows 

If you find the instructions for dragging a file between two widely sep¬ 
arated directories difficult to follow then perhaps you would prefer an 
alternative. Instead of dragging between the right- and left-hand win¬ 
dows of a single File Manager window why not open another one? 

If you use the command Window, you get another window complete 
with left and right split. All you have to do is select the source directo¬ 
ry in one and the target directory in the other and drag between the 
two. This double window view is the only way of copying or moving 
files between different drives — to select a new drive simply click on 
one of the drive icons at the top of the window.

W hen the phonecall 
came, the night’s 
bourbon was still 
playing ball with my 
stomach.

T hese days, it seems that 
rarely a week goes by with¬ 
out some multimedia com¬ 
pany or other churning out 
a CD about art. Microsoft 
Art Gallery, A Passion For Art, Le Louvre, 
Great Artists... With so many worthy 
titles around, PC-owning art lovers are 
spoilt for choice. So it takes something 
just a little bit different to make you sit up 
and take notice. A Stroll in XXth Century 
Art is one such package. 

The program is based around the 
Maeght Foundation, which, set in the 
South of France, houses some of the 
finest examples of modern art in the 
world. It’s more than just a sterile gallery, 
however. The buildings and grounds 
were created specifically to house the 
collection — the wall that surrounds the 
entrance garden is a work of art in itself 
— and the architecture of the buildings 
is striking enough to divert your 
attention away from paintings and 
sculptures housed within. 

On tour 

The CD allows you to tour this remark¬ 
able place, courtesy of a circular video 
window which appears centre-screen. 
The video is startlingly clear, set off by a 
stark, white background which serves to 
focus your attention on the parts of the 
screen which matter. And the sound — 
birdsong in the entrance garden, foot¬ 
steps on a wooden floor in the Town Hall 
Wing, trickling water by Braque’s Pool 
— almost makes you feel as if you were 
there. As you pass each exhibit, a small 
representation of the work appears out¬ 
side the video window, and you can 
click on these to get more information. 
Descriptions of the works are accompa¬ 
nied by artist biographies (most of the 
artists were fiercely eccentric, it seems), 
recorded dialogue, archive movie 
footage and even poetry. This is not so

to capture the ambience of the place — 
it encourages you to explore rather than 
bombarding you with stacks of neatly 
catalogued paintings. 

Birds, bees and... 
lizards? 

Which is just as well as XXth Century Art 
is a bugger to find your way around. 
Whilst you can interact with almost 
everything on screen, the interface is 
not the most intuitive. To access the 
main picture menu, for example, you 
have to click on a bee-shaped icon. 
Why? Apparently, it allows you to buzz 
around the exhibits, or so the manual 


says. To hear the dialogue, you click on 
a lizard — weird. And so on. In addition, 
finding your way back to an exhibit 
which caught your eye earlier is often 
quite hard — the main menu shows the 
paintings and sculptures in miniature, 
but doesn’t list the title or artist until you 
click on them. With nearly 1,000 works 
included on the CD, you can imagine 
how difficult it is to locate just one. 
Consequently, many will find the pro¬ 
gram confusing at first, but then I think 
it’s meant to be like that. 

My one reservation? Some of the text 
which accompanies the exhibits is so 
pretentious that it’s impossible to take it 
seriously. That anyone can wax so lyri-

cal about a few stone blocks or a sculp¬ 
ture of what appears to be an amoeba is 
quite beyond me.

Call me a philistine, but I 
found it hard to keep a straight face 
when reading the “poem” about Miro’s 
bronze, The Bird in the Tower. I have 
reproduced it for your benefit elsewhere 
on the page (see Miro Image) — make 
up your own minds. 

Other than that, it’s superb. 
Multimedia products are often well pre¬ 
sented, but it’s rare to find a company 
which has made an attempt to do some¬ 
thing a bit different with the subject mat¬ 
ter. You could describe the presentation 
as, well, arty. XXth Century Art oozes 
quality, and is sufficiently different from 
other art CDs on the market to warrant 
your attention. Try it.

A good hardback atlas will give 
you three things: a set of 
physical relief maps, a 
detailed political view of the 
world and a comprehensive 
index. If you’re prepared to pay a little 
more (around £40 for the concise Times 
Atlas, for example), you might get infor¬ 
mation normally found in a gazetteer, 
such as population details, land feature 
comparisons, Earth history, and facts 
about climate, energy, vegetation, 
resources, and so on. 

At just under £70, you would expect 
Dorling Kindersley’s World Reference 
Atlas (WRA) to include all of these fea¬ 
tures and more. It does. You can 
approach the globe in five different 
ways, explore each of the world’s 193 
countries using 600 maps and 400,000 
words of text, and make direct, on¬ 
screen statistical comparisons between 
the nations of the globe. 

It’s very simple to use, too. The inter¬ 
face is as good as you’ll find anywhere, 
with excellent on-line help, good back¬ 
tracking and search facilities, instant 
access to the main menu, and dozens 
of useful icons on all the major screens. 

The map detail isn’t a serious rival 
to the Times Atlas, but it’s good 
enough for general use. ▼

To gain access to Dorling Kindersley’s World Reference Atlas you can choose from 
any one of five starting points. For instance, you can start by looking at the tradi¬ 
tional physical and political views of the world, which provide masses of data on 
individual countries. Or you could try the index, which lets you target people, 
physical features and places. Or even the A-Z which takes you directly to each of 
the 193 countries screens. Finally, the World in View section reveals over two 
hundred photographs and around two dozen video sequences.
